Why Sir Keith needs the 16-plus 


S ir Keith Joseph now has about a month to 
make up his mind whether or not to go ahead 
with the single exam at 16-plus. As reported in 
The TES last week he is under considerable 
pressure from Tories and a few university professors 
to preserve the dual system of O levels and CSEs. 

Much of the pressure is coming from people who 
are simply ignorant of how the development work on 
the new exam has gone. They believe that the new 
exam will be “egalitarian", and that it will erode 
standards nnd dilute the pure acndcmic milk of O 
level. That is nonsense. 

For better or worse the whole course of 16-plus 
development has been to make sure that the new 
system is clearly mapped out against the old. In most 
subjects there will be differentiated papers for 
students who have reached different levels at 16. 
There is no reason at all to disagree with Sir Keith's 
own Schools Examination Council when it con- 
cluded, in December, that the new system will 
"provide a sound framework for improving and 
mninlaining standards." 

Some would argue that O level standards arc all too 
safe, but it is certain that (he universities con rest 
easy: nothing in the new criteria will cause them to 
revise their reliance (peculiar to the English system) 
on the schools to do a lot of the specialist academic 
teaching job for them, and to provide a convenient 
selective mechanism at 16-plus. 

The critics of the new exam who do have 
considerable grounds for their opposition arc those 
professionals - chief education officers and the 
officers of examining bodies, as well as heads and 
teachers - who believe that the new exam will only 
help to fossilize much that is wrong with the present 
system. They want far more radical changes in both 
curriculum and methods of assessment. 

They want to bring in the whole secondary 
population (not just the favoured 60 percent) to have 
proper criterion-referencing (not the compromise of 
grade-related criteria),' to free the secondary curricu- 


lum from the dominance of traditional academic 
subject specialisms, and indeed to free the schools' 
altogether from the straitjackct of an exam lit. 
Iti-plus. when the effective school leaving iige is 
rapidly moving up to 17. 

In on ideal world, they would have an extremely 
strong case. But neither public opinion, nor the state 
of professional knowledge and practice, is ready for 
radical change. A great deal of development work 
has to be done on graded tests, criterion-referencing, 
profiles, and other alternative methods of assess- 
ment before they can become tested and plausible 
alternatives to present methods. Happily, the Secret- 
ary of State’s Sheffield speech lent considerable 
weight to what is already a pretty unstoppable 
movement to experiment with such alternatives. 

The irony of the whole debate is that the 16-plus, 
as it has been shaping, offers Sir Keith a marvellous 
tool to promote some of his main aims. It leaves a 
highly selective exam at 16, whose results can be used 
to divide the sixth-form into advanced level sheep 
and professional and vocational goats. It gives much 
more force to the national criteria, makes fora tidier 
and more economic examining system, and reduces 
the chances for the proliferation of syllabuses that Sir 
Keith so dislikes. 

It reinforces the muscle of the SEC in monitoring 
and assessing results. It offers scope to play with the, 
criteria - whether to fit the Secretary of State's 
personal predilections and whims <«s has happened 
with physics and history, or, moi. positively, to 
introduce new ideas about what should be assessed 
and how. (Here, Sir Keith has been encouragingly 
receptive to the SECs backing of a reasonably strong 
element of teacher and course work assessment in 
many of the new exams.) 

Only consider what will happen if Sir Keith accepts 
the seductive view that “harmonization’’ of syllabus- 
es within the dual system is all that is needed. First, 
instead of two examining systems there will be three- 
joint exams, already up and running in some areas. 


Of course there arc still doubts and reservations 
about details - but more debate will do nothing to 
clarify and resolve them. The great thing now is to get 
it going, work to persuade the public of Us ments, 
make sure there is continuing professional develop- 
ment and debate about criteria, and methods of 
assessment, and attempt to broaden the net to 
Include all reasonably hardworking secondary 
pupils.

Monitoring of YTS has, of course,' 
heen going on since the scheme started 
last year, but the messages coming 
back have not been entirely reassur- 
ing. After all, the monitoring of the 
Youth Opportunities Programme was 
an acknowledged failure: thousands of 
schemes had not been checked when 
the programme finished in 19B3, and 
many of the schemes that had been 
checked were “vetted" over the tele- 
phone. 

YTS is different: it has a design, 
endorsed by a prestigious committee 
structure; it has a complex approvals 
procedure, backed by a network of 
representative Area Manpower 
Boards; it has a high level of resourc- 
ing, with innumerable research and 
development projects; and it is sup- 
ported by o marketing function that 
would make a medium-sized firm en- 
vious. Why is it then that George 
Tolley's job is deemed by so many to 
be so difficult? 

The reasons are many: YTS is a 
voluntary scheme held together largely 
by money and social conscience, al- 
ways an uneasy mixture; it is a scheme 
operated by many different agents 
representing a wide variety of exper- 
tise and motives, administered by civil 
servants; it has a national design base, 
but it is locally implemented. A daunt- 
ing but not unique combination. 

Added to the above, however, is the 
positive claim that the scheme is 
'‘evolutionary": the usual (MSC) anal- 



ogy is that it is starting as a model-T 
Ford and, one hopes, finishing as □ 
Rolls-Royce. To the scheme's oper- 
ators this means that the

complication is that although jt is 
designed and marketed as a one-year 
full-time foundation year of work 
experience and training/education for 
employed and unemployed school 
leavers, it Is used by many agents as a 
scheme only for unemployed.

quality assessment should relate to the 
aims of the scheme. YTS is about 
producing "a better equipped, belter 
qualified, better educated and better 
motivated workforce". Its aims are an 
elaboration of this general statement, 

The methods of quality assessment 
should relate to design, and the way in 
which the design serves the aims. The 
existing design of YTS comprises a 
framework, familiarly referred to as “8 
plus 6". 

There are eight design elements: 
induction; assessment; planned work 
experience; occupationally-based 
training; off-the-job t raining/educa- 
tion; core areas; guidance and support; 
records and reviews of progress/ 
achievement. There are, additionally,

This design structure has proved to 
be somewhat confusing in the field and 
the task of quality assessment is not 
made easier by the fact that each of the 
design elements contain, mandatory 
items alongside recommended items. 

The techniques and instruments of 
quality assessment should relate to 
content, and check the way in which 
the content serves the design base. It is 
here that many would maintain that 
YTS is at its weakest, and the function- 
of quality testing is most difficult. To 
many teachers and trainers, especially* 
those who have accepted behavioural 
objectives as a useful way of describing 
content and outcomes, it is not easy to 
identify the mandatory content of 
YTS. It is no secret that the inclusion 
or otherwise of content in YTS 
schemes was the subject of consider- 
able discussion in the Advisory. Group 
on Contents and Standards. That dis- 
cussion has yet to be satisfactorily 
resolved and it rumbles on. 

In the meantime the MSC is cx- 
'perimenting with various ways of de- 
flnina content, and thus quality. Those 
who nave read, for example, the YTS i 
User’s Guides, produced Tot the MSC 
by the Institute of Manpower Studies, 
will see in each foreword that there are 
claimed to. be three approaches to 
quality la YTS.

CBI officials have long favoured the 
proposed 16-plus, but would have 
preferred to stay out of the argument 
because they believed that some of 
their member companies were against 
any change. But a few days ago the 
Engineering Employers' Federation 
forced their hand fiy sending Sir Keith 
a statement strongly in favour of a 
common system, which it said would 
bring essential improvements in edu- 
cational standards. The director gener- 
al then decided to write to Sir Keith, 
without'waiting for the formal approv- 
al of the CBEs council. 

The EEF told the Education Secret- 
ary it believed that 0 levels and the 
CSE were not catering satisfactory 
even for the top 60 per cent for whom 
they were designed, including poten- 
tial university entrants, let alone those 
leavingat 16. 

The EEF wanted a system designed 
to cover the whole ability range. 

“Poor performers at school are not 
necessarily poor performers at work," 
it said, and insisted that the system 
should be designed to encourage all 
pupils to make the most of their 
potential.

New youth strategy agreed

The Government lias decided its re- 
ponse to the 18 -month-old Thompson 
report, which recommended wide- 
ranging reforms of the Youth service. 
It is understood that it will agree to set 
up a national youth advisory council, 
but refuse to place any mandatory 
responsibilities on local authorities. 

The Government reply has been 
approved by the Education Secretary, 
and Is now awaiting the Prime Minis- 
ter’s endorsement. Bottlenecks in the 
Department of Education and Scien- 
ce, where only two officials spend any 
time on youth matters, have, been 


blamed for the delay in responding to 
the report. 

It is understood that the Govern- 
ment has refused to make local educa- 
tion authorities responsible for the 
coordination of statutory and volun- 
tary youth provision. It had been 
expected that this would form part of 
new legislation on further education 
which has now been abandoned. 

Instead, the Government is likely to 
content itself - though not anyone in 
the youth field - with commending the 
idea to i.e.a.s and possibly following 
this up with a circular suggesting how it 
.should be implemented.

Fewer Oxford 
graduates 
enter teaching 

The proportion Of Oxford gradiuites 
entering teaching has continued lo 
drop, and for the fist Ihne a “significant 
number” failed to find a place on a 
teacher training course last year, 
according to a report by the unlversl 
ty’s appointments committee. : 

Of students who left last summer, 7 
per cent (157 paduates) went on to 
teach training. This compares with 8.8 
per cent of graduates five yean ago 
(208 graduates). 

Graduates with degree relevant to 
the school curriculum stood the best 
chance of getting a place, thcreport 
says, but arts graduates faced stur 
competition for places. 

Comparatively few graduates were 
accepted for primary teacher training.

anniversary for Donald Nai- 
smith.

As he’s quick to tell you, it's been a 
rough 10 years: howls of protest from 
parents, teachers and politicians still 
seem to be ringing in his ears as he 
reflects on the exhausting business of 
closing and merging schools and col- 
leges left high and dry by a recession in 
both the amount of available cash and 
the numbers of children. 

Yet his appetite for the fray remains 
as sharp as ever. Not for nothing is his 
dapper figure known as “action man" 
in and around Croydon's Taberner 
House, the flinty office block that 
houses the education department. 

The stream of documents from the 
town hall, for the most pan penned by 
Naismith himself, is testimony to his 
reputation for hard work and an 
unnerving ability to catch his oppo- 
nents on the hop. 

Over a glass or two in a local wine 
bar, he talks with passion, conviction 
and an engaging frankness about the 
borough's controversial plans to open 
up schools and teachers to much 
greater public scrutiny. 

It's hard to escape the conclusion 
that he's come a long way since he was 
a schoolboy at Belle Vue grammar 
school in Bradford. From there he won 
an open exhibition to Cambridge 
where he read history and later qual- 
ified as a teacher. 

He spent the next six years working 
as a history teacher at Crown Woods 
comprehensive in south London, an 
experience that gives the lie to his 
critics’ claim that nis hard-nosed man- 
agerial approach to the job reveals his 


ignorance of life in the classroom. 

The switch to administration came 
in 1967 with a return to Bradford and a 
job on the “bottom rung" of the 
management ladder. Within five years 
he was assistant education officer in 
charge of further education and had 
forged Bradford College - as it was 
then known - from elements as dis- 
parate as a college of education, a 
college of technology and an art col- 
lege. 

It was about this time that Naismith 
established his reputation as “tertiary 
man” - an epithet that became even 
more fitting when in 1972 he moved 
south to the tiny borough of Richmond 
and established the country's only fully 
tertiary authority.

Independent schools should follow the 
lead of big business and bring in formal 
systems tor monitoring the perform- 
ance of their staff, Mr Ian Beer, 
headmaster of Harrow, said this week. 

“It seems amazing to me that we 
teach children to go out into on adult 
world which is, in the main, highly 
structured at managerial level through | 
various forms ol annual assessment, 
and yet we appear to fight shy of its 
introduction within our own profes- 
sion. 

"We have freedom to introduce 
schemes quickly and lead rhe way to 
help colleagues in the maintained 
sector", Mr Beer told a conference 
organized in London by the Council 
for Independent Education. 

Quoting figures showing that 
teachers moving from the stale to the 
private sector now outnumber those 
going in the opposite direction three to 
one, Mr Beer said there was a “grow- 
ing divide" between the two sectors. 

He called for much closer links 
through, for example, teacher ex- 
changes. 

He again pressed for boarding to be 
brought within the ambit of the 
Assisted Places Scheme.

The statement calls for the draft to 
be amended with a wider representa- 
tion of Muslims commensurate with 
their status as the second largest 
religious denomination. 

It also demands an amendment to 
the 1944 Act which would ensure that 
only the religion of the parents would 
be taught, at least in primary schools, 
and only by teachers of the same 
religion. 

Tne Muslim groups point out that a 
definition of religion in the draft 
syllabus makes no mention of God at 
all and in one section Socrates is 
classified as a religious leader. They 
say that a statement, “it is taken for 


granted that Christianity features 
clearly", contravenes the 1944 Act. 

Section 26 of the Act says, “the 
religious instruction . . . shall not 
include any catechism or formulary 
which is distinctive of any particular 
religious denomination.” 

A spokesman for the ILEA said the 
draft was prepared by an agreed 
syllabus conference composed of four 
committees including, as the Act re- 
quires, one committee representing 
religious denominations.

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The London Oay Teachers' Group 
tomorrow celebrates its first 10 years 
with a national conference due to be 
addressed by Mrs Frances Morrell, the 
leader of the Inner London Education 
Authority. 

Indeed, it was her predecessor the- 
then Mr (later Sir) Ashley Bramall, 
who made a ringing declaration in July 

1974 that the authority did not, and 
would not, discriminate against gay 
teachers. 

But within six months the newly- 
formed group (there is still no national 
grouping) found that these words 
were, mostly, just words. For in early 

1975 a gay teacher, Mr John Warbur- 
ton, was dismissed by the authority for 
allowing classroom discussion or his 
homosexuality. 

The long campaign that followed 
became a cause cef&bre in the gay 
liberation movement, and attracted 
widespread concern among London’s 
teachers. At one point a petition 
supporting John Warburton and 
signed by 4,000 people was handed in 
to County Hall. But it was not until 
ILEA’s new Labour administration 
arrived in 1981, with its strong equal 
opportunities platform, that he was 
offered reinstatement. Even so he is 
still working as a postman. 

Even at the height of the campaign 
in support of him, the mailing list of the 
gay teachers group never rose above 
2,000 apd soon Slipped back. 

Membership today hovers around 
40, much the same number as turned 
up to an inaugural symposium for gay 
teachers in 19/4, organized by. the gay 
magazine Sappho. Many teachers still 
prefer to hide their homosexuality. It 
seems, for fear of professional reper- 
cussions.

A London women’s education group’s 
decision to ban men from using its 
premises or resources has placed a 

? uestion mark over the renewal of its 
nner London Education Authority 
grant. 

A full report on the project - the 
Women’s Education Resource Centre, 
run by the Women in Education 
Group - has been called for and will be 
discussed next month. 

Some of ILEA’s senior officers are 
unhappy about using public funds to 
back a project which only half of its 


teachers will be able to use. 

The centre, in central London, 
offers advice and materials to teachers 
and other educationists trying to com- 
bat sexism. Last year Us grant was split 
between ILEA and the women’s com- 
mittee of the Greater London Council. 

Last autumn the 13-strong collective 
which runs the centre decided to 
exclude men from using it. One of the 
three full-time workers, Ms Marilyn 
Hayward, said only one or two men 
had used the centre during its first 
year. 


But, she added: “We wanted to 
make the statement that it is important 
to have a women-only space. It was a 
question of principle, a political prin- 
ciple." 

The centre is housed in a room at' 
ILEA’s drama and tape centre. 
Among plans for future developments 
are lessons in self-defence for women 
teachers, specifically geared to the 
kind of problems which arise in 
schools. 

The centre amended its constitution 
so that it could lawfully operate as a

A youth training scheme is vital to 
meet Northern Ireland's special prob- 
lems, Mr James Prior, the ulster 
Secretary, told educationists from 20 
European countries meeting in Belfast 
this week. 

He told a Council of Europe confer- 
ence on youth training: “Wc must find 
something to keep them interested, to 
keep them on our side, something to 
keep them away from the problems 
they would otherwise get into." 

The soccial circumstances of North- 


ern Ireland had led to important 
initiatives in this area, he said, notably 
the Youth Training Programme. 

Mr Adam Butler, Minister of State 
for Northern Ireland, said the province 
offereda case study of acomprehensivc- 
youth training scheme. Two important 
elements were the strong technological 
component of much of the training and 
the chance given to every trainee to 
work in conventional employment. 

Mr Michael Murphy, chief officer of 
the Association of Education and 
Library Boards, said the experience of 
the YTP had important implications 
for compulsory schooling and had 
pointed up the need for a complete 
review of tne secondary school curricu- 
lum. _ All secondary schools in the 
province had been asked to examine 
their curriculum for the 1 1 to 16 age 
range.

T he Government's strategies for 
training and vocational educa- 
tion are facing a growing chal- 
lenge. This signals an end to the 
broad consensus on which hopes of 
rapidly modernizing the training sys- 
tem have until now been based. 

The immediate challenge to the 
Government's plans is the unexpected- 
ly solid and sustained refusal of the 
local authority associations to go along 
with its decision to hand over a large 
part of college funding to the Manpow- 
er Services Commission.

The Greater London Training Board, 
threatened with abolition along with 
the GLC, hit back at the Government 
last week with a conference for critics 
of national training policies.

Peter David on a 
Government call to 
improve standards 

Canada is the latest country to have 
joined the cry for sweeping reforms of 
science education. After four years of 
investigation, the Science Council of 
Canada has issued a major report 
detailing serious deficiencies in 
teacher training, school curricula and 
science textbooks. 

ft wants the federal government and 
provincial ministries of education to 
cooperate in a plan to improve stan- 
dards, increase the amount of time 
spent on leaching science and technol- 
ogy, and encourage girls to keep up 
their science education longer. 

The report says that most teachers at 
elementary schools are inadequately 
prepared tor science teaching - text- 
books oversimplify their presentation 
of science - and Canadian children 
learn "virtually nothing" about the 
accomplishments of science in their 
own country. 

Dr Stuart Smith, the science coun- 
cil's chairman, said better science 
education would Improve Canadian's 

G srceptions of science and technology. 

e added: “These are the new basics 
of contemporary society and each of us 
must rccoenize the urgent need to 
prepare the nation's students for 
tomorrow’s skills and knowledge." 


A principal finding of the report is 
that in most primary schools teachers 
do not regard science as an essential 
subject. Although most provincial 
ministries of education say science 
should be taught in all schools , primary 
teachers tend to give it "token" treat- 
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ment or claim that it is somehow 
integrated in other classroom activi- 
ties. 

According to the science council, 
however, the notion of integration is 
far too vague. It wants science taught 
as a specific subject in primary schools 
for at least 45 minutes every day. 
although it concedes that it would be 
unrealistic to staff primary schools 
with science specialists. 

Unlike the National Science Board 
in the United States, which called last 
year for massive expenditure and the 
creation of a network of “model" 
schools for science education, the 
Canadian report says significant 
achievements are possible with modest 
spending focused on existing institu- 
tions. 

Of its 45 specific recommendations,

Mary Follaln on reaction 
to draft laws on private 
education 

With only a few days to go before the 
new draft law on private education 
finally reaches the National Assembly, 
both sides in the 100-year-old schools 
war are stepping up the tempo of their 
campaigns. 

Only a few weeks ago after three 
years of negotiations between the 
private schools and the Government, a 
compromise seemed possible at last. 
But that now seems increasingly un- 
likely. 

Many Socialists think the draft law 
far too lenient towards the private 
I system and object to the heavy finan- 
cial contribution that localities will be 
expected to make towards private 
schools. The private schools’ lobby, in 
turn, says the law threatens France s 

10.000 private schools with progressive 
integration into the state system. 

On a spring evening recently, over 

100.000 Parisiens ambled peacefully 
from the Place de la Basljte to the 
Place de la Republique, while similar 
demonstrations took place in 90 other 
French towns. Their purpose, accord- 
ing to M Michel Bourcharcissass of the 


CNAL (national committee for lay 
action) was “to show the Government 
that they expected it to remain firm in 
its dealings with the Catholic private 
schools' lobby.” 

The ensuing debate over how many 
attended the demonstrations (the 
police ceased to issue "official" estima- 
tions of numbers of demonstrators in 
1981 in order to avoid "fuelling politic- 
al quanels") indicated that this anti- 
private schools protest failed to outdo 
the Catholic schools’ triumph at Ver- 
sailles last month which mustered at 
least 600,000 parents. 

As at Versailles there were no 
ominous-looking, black-uniformed 
French security police in sight and 
people standing four or more deep on 
the packed pavements or sitting at 
crowded cafe terraces, cracked jokes 
and downed beer and barbecued saus- 
ages as the banner's filed past. One 
banner, carried by men and women ] 
dressed as priests and nuns, poked fun 
at the Arcnbishop of Paris. Cardinal 
Lustiger, who has actively defended 
France’s predominantly Catholic pri- 
vate schools: * Err are humanum est ” 
the banner read, u Lustigerare diabo- 
llcum ." 

For their part, the Catholics have 
. pronounced the draft law "unaccept- 
able" in its entirety and declared 
themselves ready, to stage their own 
national demonstration In Paris.

AS levels ‘vehicle’ 
for developing 
student skills 


Sir - The debate about whether the 
new AS levels will broaden the curricu- 
lum of the A level student, without 
prejudicing the student's chances of 
admission to higher education, will 
presumably be fast and furious, but 
inconclusive. Anyway, one could 
argue that broadening the range of 
studies should be only one element of 
any programme to enrich the educa- 
tional experience of the typical A level 
student. 

At least us important is the need to 
develop a much more student-centred 
learning approach (as encouraged on 
the BTEC business studies courses) 
with an emphasis on the development 
of student skills through task-based 
activities and with, consequently, less 
reliance on the traditional icacher- 
centrcd lecturing approach. The AS 
levels could provide a medium through 
which this development could be en- 
couraged. 

However, would it not be more 
satisfactory to require students to do a 
minimum number of hours per week 
on courses which are not exam-based? 
The immediate objection will be that 


student motivation on existing “gener- 
al studies" courses is low ana v *" 
continue to be so. This need not 
necessarily be the case if they are 
properly planned, adequately re- 
sourced and if they develop student 
skills that are relevant to the world of 
employment which they will all (or 
nearly all) enter eventually. 

The teaching methods used on these 
courses might provide a catalyst for a 
critical revision of the methods used in 
a great deal of A level teaching. The 
more dynamic and interesting 
approaches that ought to be involved 
could spill over into A levels without 
any dilution of their academic respec- 
tability. 

Whatever the medium for achieving 
this there is a strong case for arguing 
that there should be as much preoc- 
cupation with extending the methods 
of learning as with broadening the 
content of the curriculum for tne A 
level student of the future.

Sir - While sympathizing with many of 
the views expressed by William Feaver 
in “Room for Review r ' ( TES, April 27) 
I was disturbed to note the comments 
referring to provision for art in inner 
London schools. 

In wishing to see “a total change of 
attitude to art” he is echoing the 
concerns felt by many eminent educa- 
tionists and artists. However, the spe- 
cific reference to inner London leaves 
the clear impression that nothing of 
substance is achieved in art and that 
children from London schools rarely 
visit galleries. In defence of the many 
committed art teachers, as well as the 
education departments of the major 
galleries, that impression should be 
corrected. 

For example, during the recent 
“Genius of Venice" exhibition at the 


Royal Academy, 686 pupils, staff and 
students attended formal seminars 
organized jointly by the ILEA Art nnd 
Design Inspectorate and the Royal 
Academy. In itself this is remarkable: 
if combined with the total number of 
pupils visiting the exhibition the statis- 
tics speak for themselves. Education 
officers in the major London galleries 
and museums could I am sure, provide 
similar statistics, in respect of their 
own exhibitions.

Besides, to be seen to be 
giving away thousands of pounds 
worth of electronic equipment could 
be embarrassing to a company because 
the company could be viewed as 
wasteful and inefficient. The accoun- 
tants’ figures look much neater if the 
equipment is devalued with a hammer 


and written off as scrap. 

Such absurdities can be seen by 
simultaneously observing two auton- 
omous economic units with common 
interests, the company is one and the 
Department of Education and Science 
the other. Each has its separate set of 
accounts which individually arc intact 
and fairly sensible, but viewed 
together they make a mockery of the 
rules of financial control. Companies 
cannot afford to keep equipment and 
schools cannot afford to buy it. Com- 
panies cannot even afford to give 
equipment away. 

One solution would he for taxation 
and other restricting laws to be 
changed so that companies are encour- 
aged to distribute unwanted equip- 
ment to schools and colleges.

Parental plight

Traveller tales 

Sir - Ms Patterson’s interesting 
observations on the reasons for non 
school attendance of traveller children 
(TES, April 27) helps to highlight the 
urgent need for more research into 
traveller culture, with special refer- 
ence to the taboo areas. 

Hie majority of traveller families 
can see no possible useful purpose in 
their children learning to play any 
sports or to participate in any form of 
physical education. 

Their concept of education is to 
enable their cnildren to leam only 
basic reading and writing. Mathema- 
tics is considered to be comparatively 
unimportant as all their children learn 
basic rules of addition and subtraction 
from their parents. 

The highest drop out rate is at 
secondary school age, partly because 
the children are needed t c> supplement 
the family income, and, if they have 
attended primary school, parents often 
feel the amount of “learning” they 
have received is sufficient. 

Ideally, traveller children should 
only attend school part of the day, and , 
as suggested , with their traveller peers, 
using a basic education curriculum 
orientated to their own experiences.

Bui, it is in the overall effect of 
cassettes on teachers' use of broadcast 
materials that this article was less than 
adequate. While the Open University 
ihas a fine recoid of innovative broad- 
casting, there is a world of difference 
between producing for nn essentially 
self-selecting; motivated group of 
adults following an OU correspond- 
ence course and devising programmes 
for young people working directly with 
a professionally trained teacher. 

The schools* services of both the 
BBC and the ITV companies have 
produced instructional programmes of 
the sort that Mr Bates describes and 
approves. But, in the main, both . 
services have been concerned -with a 
rather wider view of education than 
the requirement to make written re- 
sponses to questions on the screen. 
Television is not, in a UK context, a 
teacher in any useful sense of that 
word, either in its inability to perceive 
individual difficulties and to respond 
os they arise or in providing continuing 
help and practice.

One problem with an article like that 
headlined “Sex lessons discourage 
gypsy school attendance" (TES, April 
2/) is that it could unintentionally give 
rise to yet another set of gypsy or 
traveller stereotypes. One thing that is 
sure about travellers is that they are 
not a homogenous group. Showmen 
are travellers. Gypsies are travellers. 
There are English, Irish, Welsh and 
Scottish travellers. Individual families 
within within each grouping are as 
diverse as individual families within 
any culture. 

I worked with traveller children for 
lOyearsand met desperately shy, quiet 
and timid ones and extrovert ebullient 
ones, and of course those coming 
between these two extremes. 

It worries me to read statements like 
"most traveller children do not have 
any concept of time". How old are Ihe 
children in question? Are they new to 
school? Some may indeed come to 
school without such concepts, so do 
many other children, but they soon 
absorb them. Some families unused to 
being involved in school terms and 


occasional holidays certainly appreci- 
ate reminders about those, but as for 
misconceptions on the time schedule 
for breaks, lunchtimes and end of day, 
confusions relating to these affect 
many new-to-schoolers eager to return 
to the security of thicr own homes. 

Reticence about getting ready for 
PE or swimming is a classic example of 
how change is always in progress. I can 
remember 10 years ago reading, and 
being given similar warnings of unease 
experienced by travellers when being 
asked to change for PE. What is more 
serious, I remember believing what I 
was told and passing it on to others. 
But in 10 years I have met less than a 
handful orinstances of such reluctance 
and even then growing familiarity with 
school and its staff soon made it 
possible for infant and junior children 
to loin in with their peers. 

As for sex education - the aspect so 
‘‘blown-up" in The TES headline - 
this, particularly in mixed classes, is no 
more or less acceptable for traveller 
children that it is for members of a 
number of ethnic groups. With all 
parents it Is wise to ensure that what is 
involved is understood by them, and 
teachers need to be dear whether they 
have parental approval or not. And, as 
with many families, where there is less 
experience of the written word, that 
approval or lack of it may need to be 
obtained in face to face contact. 

Understanding secondary school 
staffs will make arrangements 


to withdraw a child from such 
sessions if requested. In some cases, if 
schools make the dates of the sessions, 
known, some parents may prefer to 
keep a child at home rather than have 
them embarrassed by sudden with- 
drawal. 

Some may appreciate maths based 
on home experience within the compa- 
rative privacy of a withdrawal group 
but curl up completely at being so 
singled out in a full class.

In past years, as in many schools, King 
James's has supported a single needy 


school. A few months ago, I received 
an unexpected letter from Sierra 
Leone . On three occasions 1 have been 
to that country, visiting primary and 
secondary schools supported by the 
Sierra Leone Mission, and my corres- 
pondent was Josephus Browne, a vil- 
lage lay church worker, who Is deeply 
involved in primary school work. He 
had been asked by villagers, at 
Mongegba to open a school. 

Mongegba is a small mountain vil- 
lage 15 miles inland from Fteetown, 
and the IS primary school children had 


Attention spans vary among all 
children and traveller children’s atten- 
tion spans vary in the same way and for 
similar reasons. In fact, whatever 
affects children generally affects 
traveller children - only more so. For 
some, if they lose interest, or see the 
possibility of something more exciting, 
they may make this abundantly clear - 
a characteristic which may be becom- 
ing more general among all children. 

Many of the children I worked with 
had received extensive linguistic sti- 
mulation at home, judging by their 
performance as storytellers, whether 
of traditional tales or of stories they 
created. Very often the traditional 
stories had been acquired out of 
school, bom older brothers or sisters, 
parents and grandparents: some in- 
clude elements not found in printed 
versions. 

I recently met a gypsy family I had 
not seen for about four months. The 
grandmother told me how her five- 
year-old grandchild said her prayers

The African pupil we supported to 
the past bad recently passed on to 
university and my reaction was that 
instead of supporting another single 
pupil, we could sponsor a whole 
school. This notion was put to the 


headmaster and to a group of sixth- 
formers who raise money for projects 
in and out of school, ana was agreed. 


of the teacher of Le 50 a month (about 
£13). We have promised to help to 
develop the school and to pay the 
teacher for three years. The building to 
house the school is a simple mud hut 10 
x 18 feet with a corrugated iron roof, 
standing in the upper edge of the 
village. The limited size of the building 
is no problem because lessons can be 
conducted in the open' air except 
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coincides with the summer holiday. 
But the condition Qf the hut has caused 
concern and money bas been sent to 
have it underpinned, and for a strong 
door with lock, bearing the schools^ 
name, to be fitted.

Very careful accounts have been 
kept and copies were distributed to 
every class at Knaresborough. They 
reveal much about costs in Sierra 
Leone. What British school child 
would not be surprised that a class 
register cost the equivalent of £6, and 
that a family and Its possessions could 
be moved 150 miles for £12 - or the 
value of two registers. 

Three basic legal necessities for 
primary schools in Sierra Leone are 
benches for seals, a toilet and a 
playground. Pending desks being 
available for all the children, the ex- 1 
fating benches will suffice and the 
playground Is no problem, an open 
area with the bush cut down is all that is 
needed. 

The provision of a toilet has posed a 
problem. Being a mountainous area, 
there is rock beneath a thin layerorsoil 
making a deep pit difficult to dig, and 
as the school is at the high point of the 
village, Josephus had to ensure that 
there was no soak away back into the 
village. Thus, to employ labourers to 
dig the latrine has cost Le 400. It is 
unlikely that the villagers here would 
have domestic toilets but their provi- 
sion and use at the school is an 
essential part of the children’s educa- 
tion. 

The teacher is a cnpahlc, well- 
educated young man, but Initially he ' 
was the sole teaching resource apart 
from the blackboam. The second- 
hand readers are the only books but 
the supply of school books and equip- 
ment is a great problem for all schools 
m the country.

I was elected as Ihe sole parent governor of a in 
large comprehensive school in the autumn of | 
198! and attended the tcrmly meetings of the gD , 
governors of the school with an eagerness to ^ 
help. At the same time, as well as being the [ ^ 
mother of three sons at the school, I was chairman By 

of the energetic and successful Parent Teachers’ mj 
Association and in those capacities over the ^ 
previous five years had come to know the school, ag 
its headmaster and staff, well. I went in, as it ^ 
were, with high hopes. ... up 

My relationship with the headmaster, as with q ( 
members of staff, was a happy and confident one. si , 

Occasionally 1 heard from parents who did not ar 
share my experience and did have criticisms p C 
which, at the time. I found difficult to believe. I th 
urged such parents to approach the headmaster in nj 
the belief that he would quickly sort things out, fc 
and 1 remember being surprised by the dubious ir 
reaction this suggestion could produce. t 

After two years of governors’ meetings, listen- n 
ing to the headmaster’s reports on the current life 
of the school, applications for leave of absence for 
members of staff, the conditions of the lavatories, ■ 

the recurring account of the ceiling that "• 
threatened the heads of the taller students and 
staff, 1 began to wonder if something more rele- ' 
'vant should not be coming my way. Nothing much , 
seemed to be happening, but then, I told myself, g 
in a well-organized set-up this was often the case: 
life continued uneventfully but efficiently. v 

But surely, 1 asked myselF, not all the parents b 
and students of this school were without some 
problem I might help with. Since only a few ‘ 
[parents had attended the meeting that voted me p 
in, and the announcement of my election had v 
been a minute mention in a long school newslet- g 
ter, it might be a constructive thing to remind t 
parents of the existence of the parent governor t 
and the purpose for it. 1 planned, therefore, to, E 
raise this point at the forthcoming governors’ 
meeting. However, before that afternoon had 
arrived, a situation had developed that led to a ! 
great deal of anxiety, frustration and dismay, and, 
ultimately, to my resignation as parent governor . 

Perhaps I should have picked up warning 
signals of danger ahead by the headmaster's 
reaction to my letter concerning the reception 
given to the unsuccessful Oxbridge candidates 
when they returned to school after Christmas. 
Our own son returned deeply disappointed to 
receive no word, either of encouragement or 
inquiry, from any member of staff. After a while, 

1 wrote to the headmaster, expressing my concern 
over the staff's failure to discuss things with my 
son. The reply I received was one of pained 
protest and indignation. Apparently, the policy 
was not to speak to any of the unsuccessful 
candidates as “it fa not. always wise, to refer to a 
lack of success". So inadequate and miscon- 
struing was the headmaster’s reply that I wrote 
again. This letter did not. even receive an 
acknowledgment. Within a short time after this, I 
was again involved with an incident concerning 
my son, and it was this that led to my resignation . 

As his biology A level exam approached, my 
son had become increasingly concerned about the 
poor teaching he was receiving from one of the 
masters. According to him and a number of his 
co-students, this master’s methods of. teaching 
were inadequate for an A level course. A word 
with the head of department at the consultation 
evening failed to allay concern and my husband 
consequently made an appointment to see Ihe 
head and put before him our various criticisms, 
which were, briefly: that the A level syllabus 
seemed, in mid-March, in danger of not being 
covered in time (as the head agreed . it was usually 
covered by the end of February); that this master's 
methods of teaching were inadequate for an A. 
level course; that he had not coordinated the 
teaching with his co-teacher; that when he came 
to discuss the mock papers it was apparent to the 
class that he was not on top of his subject and had 
to ask other members of staff or the class itself for 
Information. 

At a later date, a further criticism was made 
when a number of drawings our son had submit- 
ted for assessment prior to their being included in 
his A level practical file were lost. Frequently, 
this master had assured our son he would return 
them to him in time for inclusion In this file, only 
to inform him in the curtest manner some time 
after the file should have been submitted that he 
could not find them and only supposed that he 
must have returned them early on, after alL This 
registered as the climax to a series of inefficien- 
cies, in which written work, irregularly set. was 
returned weeks, sometimes months, Into. 

When, much later, a letter arrived from the 
head, it was merely to nssurc us that the A level 
. syllabus would be covered in time; it failed to 
touch on any of the particular points of criticisms. 
We asked again that. these points should be 
considered. More lapse of lime, more prevarica- 
i tion followed, and I had to conclude that the 
parent who had said “I admire your taking it up 
W. you "Won’t get anywhere 1 .was right: .poor 
standards were to be tolerated and my confidence 


in the head had gone. I resigned as governor. 

On June 28 I wrote to the chairman of 
governors, submitting my resignation, sending a 
copy of my letter to the head and a copy of a letter 
I had received from another dissatisfied parent. 

By July 26 1 had received no acknowledgment of 
my resignation and so wrote again. On August 2 
the chairman telephoned me and after discussion 
agreed to visit me upon return from holiday in 
August. Nothing more was heard front him until, 
upon my writing to him yet again, he wrote on 
October 14 implying that, after “extended discus- 
sion" with the head, two other members of staff 
and two governors, and a review of the corres- 
pondence, he was prepared to go no further with 
the matter, other than to report his action at the 
next governors’ meeting. I replied saying that 1 
found it a curious way of getting at the truth, to 
interview one side in a dispute but not the other. 

To this detailed letter I received no acknowledg- 
ment. 

Disturbed by all of this, I decided to approach 
HM Inspector of Schools through my MP rather 
..than to raise the matter with my local education 
authority, in view of my previous difficulties with 
them. My decision was also influenced by the 
account a friend had given me of a meeting she 
had attended when the Education Secretary, Sir 
Keith Joseph was the speaker. A member of the 
audience had called out at question-time: "What 
we want. Minister, is something done about the 
bad teachers.” Sir Keith had come forward on the 
platform and spoken impressively. I was told that 
the answer was “Write to me about it. I will act" 

My MP acknowledged my letter and dossier 
without delay and forwarded them, together with 
another concerned parent’s letter, to the Minis- 
try. The MP’s letter is dated October 24. The 
under secretary’s reply to the MP, and forwarded 
lo me, is dated February 9. 

The veTdict was that the local authority 
science inspector and the general inspector 
shared the lieadm aster’s confidence in his biology 
department and staff. The under secretary men- 
tions that my criticisms were put before the board 
of governors at their meeting on October 31 (1 
had resigned on June 28th previously). No 
conclusion of this discussion had been forwarded I 
to me, and one of the most upsetting features of 
this whole business has been the failure of any I 
I member of the governing board to get in touch. I 

The chairman of governors, in his one letter to I 
i me , expressed his sadness that 1 had felt unable to l 

i discuss the situation with him before resigning. I 
I -My reply to him was that nothing he might have 
f : . sa id to me could have restored my confidence in 
1 the head and without that confidence l felt 
i ill-equipped to represent other parents' com- 
plalnts should any arise in the future. I could have 
! attended a governors' meeting held at the time of ■

Jo Newson visits the centre that is sparking off children's ideas 
and blazing the trail of self-directed learning

P arkside is Manchester's showroom of 
progressive junior education. Intended to 
inspire both teachers and pupils with short 
bursts of open-ended, self-directed learn- 
ing, this week it throws open its doors to show the 
public what non-competitive child-centred educa- 
tion can achieve. 

Set up in a surplus school by Manchester 
Education Authority over 20 years ago and now 
with its own teaching staff of seven, the centre 
runs two to three-week sessions for the city’s 
junior schools. Each session involves fourclasscs 
from different schools and last year Parkside was 
visited by 1,144 pupils from 26 schools. 

Sandy Spence, head of Parkside, says: “I 
purposely mix children from the inner city with 
those from a more suburban area, or it may be 
Catholics with those from different denomina- 
tional and cultural backgrounds, and so on.” 
Children's own ideas are taken as the starting 
point for work at Parkside to promote an 
independent and seif motivated attitude to learn- 
ing. The onus is on the child to make decisions 
nnd to plan. “Wc hope we can help them become 
director of their own work, within their own 
capabilities. A child's mind is not a vase to be 
filled, but h fire to be lit,” says Sandy Spence. 

Pupils' work, mounted on almost every wall in 
the centre, creates an immediate impact and 
suggests ideas to other children: "It's taking the 
teacher one step away from the child and making 
the child one step more independent. The 
teacher's role is to stimulate, advise and extend 
the child's chosen area of learning and not to 
impose constrictions or limitations on the way the 
child thinks. " 

Because "you can’t expect children to have 
ideas in a vacuum”, teachers often choose a broad 
theme like pattern or shape, and develop it with 
anything Tram a slideshow to a walk in the park, 
making detailed observation of any finds. Chil- 
dren are asked for their Ideas and they choose a 
topic to work on for their time at the centre. They 
then plan their work individually with help from 
the teacher. 

“Sometimes children spend two or three days 
working on a model . . . it's up to the teacher to 
see that there's maths in it, language develop- 
ment, research. . . all this is going on, but if you 
talk to the child they'll say, 'Oh, I’ve not done any 
maths or English, miss’. Children often don’t 
class what they do here as work, but you Snd they 
Work very hard, and they have persistence and 
commitment,” says Sandy Spence. 

^We do not uhdervalue numeracy or 
literacy/ but there are other skills which are 
wjually Important - such as observation, discus- 
sion, decision making and research - we class 
those, as basic skills." 

When they arrive, children are divided arbit- 
rarily Into four groups of 30, each group with one 
teacher from Parkside and another from one of 
the visiting schools so pupils get some experience 
of different teachers and groupings before mak- * 
ing the change to secondary schooling. • • 
Each group is allocated two classrooms aud can 
move about freely between them, and they are 
encouraged to fetch any equipment they need 
from a centralized stock room. “I think it's 
important to put responsibility on the children in 
the; way they move around and on acceptable 
behaviour in the centra," says Sandy Spence. “All 
our stock rooms are open and the child can walk 
ariaund the school to get the paper himself . . / 
he 11 lo ok at things on, the way, talk to the other 


children, maybe pick up the wasp's nest or have a 
go on the typewriter, but this is all to be 
encouraged. 

"Children learn to go about sensibly. It saddens 
me sometimes to see how children are often 
herded together and not allowed to show- even at 
this early age - what they’re capable of doing.” 

The pupils are also given responsibility of 
look ing afte r the pets and plants used at the centre 
to provide a stimulus for creative work. Sandy 
Spence points out the difference in sensitivity 
between a picture of a rabbit drawn by one child 
from a reference book, and another by the same 
child when she sat in the rabbits' run and drew 
them from “first hand experience”. 

Children work as a class for music, drama, 
writing “group poems” and for the “wet walk" 
where the class gets kitted out in cagoules and 
wellingtons and follows the course of a nearby 
stream, actually walking in the water. The wet 
walks have also proved popular with parents, who 
arc encouraged to visit the centre at any time and 
participate. 

In all activities process rather than product is 
emphasized. “It’s the trying, and competing, not 
with one another but with themselves - saying 
they’re nor happy with it and learning how to 
extend their work," the head explains. "Children 
have a fear of failure. I think what we've got to do 
is let children grow from failures as well as 
successes and not be inhibited by the thought of 
failing.” 

Towards the end of the two to three-week 
session, a display of work is mounted in the hall. 
Teachers give a short talk about the projects and 
children talk about their work to the rest of the 
group using a microphone. The centre sees it as a 
sharing of work rather than a performance, and 
emphasizing the sense of completion. 

The sessions arc intended to provide lessons for 


teachers as well as pupils. Two hour-long discus- 
sion groups are timetabled, where two of the 
Parkside staff and all visiting teachers talk about 
their work with the children and whether they 
could apply it back in their own schools. 

Some teachers have used their experience of 
Parkside in practical ways. Two decided to join 
classes for a day’s activities so that children could 
go to either teacher. "Other schools have started 
displaying work the way we do, or used our 
approach to creative writing." 

Parkside seems to provide a new impetus for 
many teachers. As one says: “The session was a 
rejuvenation for me and the majority of the 
children relumed to school with a greater enthu- 
siasm for work.”

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


T hree o’clock on a Sunday afternoon, the 
autumn of 1958 or 1959. A large suburban 
Methodist church. Hardly visible above 
the backs of the stained-wood pews, 30 
small children are piping a final chorus of “Joy, 
joy, joy, with joy my heart is ringing”. Miss 
Mancinl, still in the astrakhan-collared cont she 
always wore, is coaxing chords from the piano 
while out front Miss Phillips, indomitable Sunday 
School superintendent, “does the actions", legs 
apart, cardigan swinging as her right arm thrashes 
the air . . . . 

Every bit as evocative as American Graffiti ana 
the high school hop for American audiences, on 
this side of the Atlantic the mere mention of 
Sunday School Is a passport back to infancy and 
pre-pubcrtal innocence. Were we ever as sick as 
we were on the coach home from the Sunday 
School outing? Did we ever covet anything quite 
as much as those gaudily-printed stickers - "The 
Lord Jesus Beside the Sea of Galilee" - given to 
the smarty-pants who has learnt their Bible texts?

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torily integrating them into the life of the church. 
Thus, in what the Rev Barry Miller describes ns 
"better parishes”, Sunday School will still lead 
naturally on to confirmation classes, but it will 
also have a direct link with “adult” sendees. 
Typically, children will be encouraged to attend 
the first part of a Communion or Family Morning 
Service before going their own way with their 
Sunday School teachers - to talk not just about 
the Bible but also about the life of the church, its 
customs and beliefs. 

In many ways this move has brought the 
predominantly Protestant Sunday School move- 
ment far closer to the traditional practice of the 
Roman Catholic Church. Although Sunday 
Schools as such have never been a real part of its 
system, children are encouraged to attend classes 
to prepare them for the sacraments. These are 
commonly held on Thursday evenings and, 
according to the Archdiocese of Westminster, 
still “very well attended". 

But the heart of Roman Catholic instruction 
remains the curriculum of its maintained day 
schools. Parents are encouraged to send their 
children to these - and falling rolls mean that 
there are currently plenty of places available - 
"because Catholic education Is a holistic process; 
there is a lot more to it than learning Bible 
stories" , a London priest explained. “Only excep- 
tionally, and mainly in rural areas like Hertford- 
shire where there might hot be a Roman Catholic 
day school within easy travelling distance, are 
there Sunday Schools which double as local 
catechism classes”. These too, he said, remain as 
popular as they have ever been. 

But. presided over by the parish pnest, they 
have a high seriousness about them which makes 
them more like an old-fashioned crammer or 
Jewish shul than a normal Sunday School. Sunday 
Schools are run by amateurs, the successors to the 
Miss Phillipses and Miss Mancinis of our youth. 
They are not trained teachers or theologians; 
although It sounds like an extract from a Victorian 
novel, they are, in the words of one minister, "the 
willing or tile parish”. And faced with e class of 30 
and an empty Sunday morning to fill, they 
understandably turn to the likes of the Scripture 
Union for guidance. ^ 

Traditionally, the non-denomi national SU has 
had the same relationship with vienra and their 
Sundqy School superintendents ns the Army and 
Navy Stores useiji to mnjniaip with the British 
kaj. Its bookshops in Wigmore Street, London 


and many provincial towns stock everything they 
can possibly need from prayer books to palm 
crosses. , ' 

Bright and inviting as a branch of W H Smith s, 
the London shop functions as a general religious 
bookshop. There are displays of the latest titles - 
Nuclear Holocaust and Christian Hope, Or Dob- 
son Answers Your Questions - paperback editions 
of The Good News Bible , boxes of stationery and 
racks of Cliff Richard LPs. Between them, 
however, it is still possible to find trays of the 
gew-gaws, the stickers, “God Is Love" book- 
marks, tags and presentation bookplates on 
which Sunday Schools have always depended. 
Most evocative of all are the registers — the 
utilitarian “Wigmore" and the more florid, 
Victorian Gothic “Atkinson’s Excelsior”. 

And piled by the door, staple sellers, are the 
Scripture Union’s own publications. A series of 
booklets (£1.10 each) gives three months of 
complete Lesson plans for Sunday School groups 
of under-fives, fives-to-sevens, sevens-to-tens, 
and tens-to-thirteens. Related texts cover the 
needs of the over-thirteens and adult groups. 
These, together with an associated series of 
pull-apart pupil pamphlets, dictate the syllabus in 
many of today's Sunday Schools and Junior 
Churches. As much ns anything else, they are 
responsible for the recent transformation. 

The individual lessons are admirably varied. In 
addition to Bible study, each week there is a 
strong “Opening Activity” (building a model 
synagogue, solving anagrams and arranging an 
outing ought to occupy the ten-to-thirteens), a 
“Group Work" project, singing games for the 
fives-to-sevens and suggested prayers and hymns. 
A couple of pages of introductory notes give 
useful hints to inexperienced teachers: "When 
you have done vorir preparation, make the 
teaching aids widen are necessary. Then practice 
using them. Do not forget to pray about all that 
you will be doing." 

“They haven’t really changed”, says the Rev 
Barry Miller. “ How could they? They might have 
a different shape from the one we used to know, 
but Sunday Schools arc Sunday Schools.” For a 
surprisingly large number of parents that will 
come ns a relief: at least the present generation of 
children will still be able to get a Bible with a 
gummed-in label recording that it was awarded 
one Sunday morning *■ a handshake from the 
vicar, a smile from the superintendent fo'r 
“attendance and progress”. 
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P auline Fitzmaurice often won- 
ders whether the Arts Council 
really knows what's happen- 
ing. She might be the adminis- 
trator of the Phoenix Dance Company, 
and the mandarins of 105 Piccadilly 
might be keen on the work of the 
young black dancers, but she doubts 
whether they realize that “the office” 
they phone so often is iust an old 
kitchen dressser in the hall of her 
home. 

“We’re all very ordinary”, she says, 
slightly bewildered by all the attention 
the Leeds-based dancers have received 
since the publication of the Arts Coun- 
cil's recent policy review The Glory of 
the Garden. “I’m sure there are people 
down there in London who think we’ve 
got this plush office and secre tarles and 
tots of money. You can see for your- 
self, we haven't. This is Phoenix - me, 
my husband and two kiddies and all the 
paperwork piling up in the hall. Did 
you know the boys did all their touring 
by public transport until last Christ- 
mas? They still rehearse down at the 
school". 

It is fitting that they do, for although 
“the boys” have been fully profession- 
al and dancing to huge critical acclaim 
in all parts ofthc country for thepast 
18 months, the Phoenix Dance Com- 
pany is still an essential part of the 
“Dance Umbrella'' at Harehills Mid- 
dle School. The Guardian might de- 
scribe them as “synonymous with the 
best in contemporary dance”, the 
Yorkshire Post might loyally add that 
they are "the best youth dance com- 
pany in the country , but Phoenix, and 
even the Arts Council, recognize that 
the school was where everything 
started. A flattering paragraph in The 
Glory of the Garden calls the company 
“a good example of the considerations 
which underlie much of the Council's 
approach” and goes an to talk of its 
foundation “as a result of the outstand- 
ing dance-in-education work at Hare- 
hills School in Leeds". 

A grim red-brick three-decker rising 
like a crenellated city chateau above 
the Victorian terraces of Leeds 6, at 
first sight it is the lost place one would 
expect dance to flourish. Just down the 
road is where they had the riots three 
years ago, but now an aggressive policy

sees it, she has just been doing her job. 
Officially a member of the school’s PE 
department, she said she had merely 
got on and taught the subject - a 
compulsory part of the curriculum for 
every pupil, boys as well as girls - in 
exactly tne same way as she used to 
teach PE. 

“Performance and the cnd-product 
are vital”, she explained. “You 
wouldn't dream of teaching a kid how 
to throw the javelin and then not let 
him have a go, And yet that's exactly 
how a lot of dance is taught.

The new season at the Young Vic, 
under the directorship of David 
Thacker, has got off to a bold start with 
a modem-dress Othello featuring the 
Hack actor Rudolph Walker in the title 
role. The staging could hardly be 
simpler: there is no set, just pieces of 
unprepossessing furniture introduced 
when required and the visual impress- 
ion |s frankly bleak as a result. Given 
this and the three and a half hours the 
performance runs, Mr Thacker shows 
admirable confidence in his own and 


London. The most mcmorable inter- 
pretation in the meanwhile was Oli- 
vier's for the embryo National Theatre, 
Now, it would seem extraordinary: the 
British theatre's most famous luminary 
blacked up (almost blue-black) strut- 
ting in some caricatured idea of a 
composite Negro, his voice deliber- 
ately lowered to a resonant bass. Every- 
one else was puny by comparison. 
Oliver was no fool: he knew all too well 
that the honours often fall to the actor 


In an appealing way. He succeeds to a 
considerable extent, the predominant- 
ly young audience staying the course 
rapt, especially during the scenes be- 
tween lago and Othello when the evil 
seeds are sown, and later when the 
tragedy unfolds. 

Ibis Is the first time for 20 years that 
a black actor has played Othello in 


only a whisper away from primitive 
excess. Frank Finlay's lago was a 
brilliant schemer, but there was no 
doubt who got star billing. When the 
play is not distorted by an Olivier 
look-at-me interpretation, Othello 
easily becomes, as here, a gentle 
trusting, dupe manipulated by a clever 
but disturbed, sexually inadequate, 
professionally disappointed subordin- 
ate. Rudolph Walker speaks the part 
well, better perhaps as a still centre in 
the early scenes than in the agony of 


the later ones, but the play is lago's. 
David Calder, who plays Mm, has all 
the action and he takes the opportunity 
with both hands. His lago is an 
unpleasant, crop-headed career sol- 
dier, more an opportunistic bully than 
a Machiavelli. 

Modem dress is presumably in- 
tended to point up the play's relevance 
to us, to be a reminder that we are as 
likely to be racially prejudiced as 
Venetian society, that (here might be 
parallels between imperialism and 
capitalism then and now. (The prog- 
ramme note even describes the Vene- 
tian fleet in that evocative phrase, a 
task force.) But lago does not repre- 
sent white society; ne may be jealous 
of Othello’s assumed sexual prowess, 
but he is jealous of Cassio too. His 
responses are irrational, but not exclu- 
sively against Othello. It is not Othel- 
lo's blackness which is crucial, it is the 
fact that he is an outsider and as such 
more likely to fall victim to the 
machinations of a schemer.

I Hate Rock and Roll. An Illustrated 
Diatribe. By Tony Tyler.

Lest anyone fail to comprehend the 
stark message in the title, Tony Tyler, 
failed musician and former rock jour- 
nalist, now impecuniously buried in 
the depths of the countryside, details 
his animosity to the rock business and 
all wbo partake in it: this book is a 
“bitter, vituperative, biased, obses- 
sive, nasty, bad-tempered, unpleasant 
and selective snarl of pure hatred," 
knocked off at the run for cash. 

That established, Tyler lays about 
him with the greatest abandon. The 
cult of the dead, the ridiculous styles 
and behaviour of rock persons (with 
pictures to prove it), the servile fawn- 
ing, or new-found pretension, of the 
rock press, and the excess and corrup- 
tion of the business are all pilloried, 
often amusingly, often tastelessly. He 
even manages a look, albeit a highly

That many of the things he attacks 
deserve just that is unarguable. Re-

Otherwise, don't expect a sensi- 
e consideration of the influence of 
popular music on politics. 

The light on Tyler's horizon is the 
possibility that unemployment will 
finally kill off the beast, since people 
cannot buy records on Supplementary 
Benefit. Such predictions have found- 
ered often enough, and will again. If 
you want a reminder of how silly rock 
can be, you'll find it here, but not much 
more. Tyler's contempt for rock fans 
leads me to hope they won’t buy his 
book and so line his pockets; as be 
shows, they are exploited quite enough

A 
new feature is the use of engravings 
which, though stylish, have limited 
informative value as they are uncap- 
tioned and do not always relate to what 
is on the opposite page. Despite short- 
comings, it is gooa to have at least part 
of Musical Instruments of the World In 
print again. The design is elegant, the 
format pleasing ana the reference 


element useful i! limited. Understand- 
ably, publishers have been reluctant to 
reissue the complete book for econo- 
mic reasons. It is to be hoped, how- 
ever, that some of the other sections 
will be re-published; the pictorial in- 
formation on ethnic and electronic 
instruments, Cot example, is not readi- 
ly available elsewhere.

The mere Fact that the eighth edition of this 
dictionary can appear in its present, totally 
uninhibited, form demonstrates the enormous 
development in linguistic freedom which has 
occurred in England, as in the Western world 
generally, during the last half-century. The first, 
pioncercdition came out in 1937 but. its tme as the 
Fifties or early Sixties, I remember Colin Mein- 
nes. a staunch advocate of linguistic liberation, 
telling me that the printing of a novel of his was 
being held up because the compositors bud gone 
on strike over the word “bugger", with which 
they refused to sully their fingers, although their 
tips may not huve been altogether unused to it. 

Their sons, or grandsons, who huve set up this 
hi test Partridge volume, arc clenrly free of any 
such qualms. But it is perhaps worth mentioning 
that the new verbal licence is a conquest of the 
decadent West. If, as a conscientious student, you 
want to learn some of the naughty words in 
Russian, paradoxically you have to look for them 
in the Russian- English Dictionary of the Oxford 
University Press; the comparable Soviet Russian- 
Russian dictionary by Ozhegoff excludes all 
“low" terms, and even misses out the innocuous 
gomoseksualist, and the parallel English-Russian 
by Mueller gives only polite transcriptions of a 
few obscene English words. Workers of the world 
unite! - but publicly respect the norms of 
bourgeois linguistic convention. 

The contrast is significant. Partridge, I take it, 
was driven all his life by the warm, democratic 
urge to rehabilitate, as best he could , the speech 
of the ordinary soldiers and other underdogs, 
whom ho bad frequented in his early years. The 
Soviets, on the other hand, with their depress- 
ing mania for blanket conformity, are obviously 
afraid of the anarchy and indignity of popular' 
speech, just as they cannot bring themselves 
openly to admit that Communist Man might be 
hampered by an inherent human tendency to err. 
Slang, swearing and obscenity belong predomi- 
nantly to the intractable part of human nature, 
which resists piousness and ideology, and to be 
seriously interested in such phenomena, as Par- 
tridge was, you have to be prepared equably to 
contemplate the whole range of mortal possibili- 
ties, from the sublime to the abject. Luckily, the 
new editor, Mr Paul Beale, has the same 
generosity of temperament, which bursts through 
in his many Incidental comments and additions.

Asa result , this latest edition, 1 .400 pages long, is 
an enormous rag-bag of a book, like the raw 
material for n vast, potential treatise on human 
nature, as it might appear when looked at, so to 
speak, from the lower end. 

My only serious quibble is with the misleading 
expression “unconventional English", which has 
been retnined in the title. Strictly speaking, no 
variety of language can be other than convention- 
al over its given area, because the operation of 
language as a whole depends entirely on conven- 
tion. Slang is, in the first place, a minority 
convention within a majority context, but it can 
constantly evolve into a majority convention with 
a particular flavour. For instance, during the last 
war. “doodlebug*' became a universal term 
among Londoners for the German flying-rockets, 
perhaps because the humorous appropriateness 
of the word helped to exorcise the nastiness of the 
object. However, it may be difficult to decide 
whether a given linguistic convention has major- 
ity or minority status at a particular point in time. 
The adjective “fetching", L am surprised to 
discovei, is defined by Partridge and Beale as 
non-literary , and they also include in their volume 
many set-phrases which, to my ear, are neither 
slangy nor “unconventional’* in the ordinary 
sense: eg "to eat humble pie", “to speak the same 
language”, "to carry coals to Newcastle". I 
should have thought, too, that the admirable 
proverb “there’s more to marriage than four bare 
legs in a bed” could be used urtselfconsciously 
nowadays in almost any context, even perhaps in 
an avant-garde sermon, whereas, admittedly “he 
doesn't know his arse from his elbow" is not quite 
so universally employable. 

Slang, in fact, is an ambiguous term, covering 
words and expressions belonging to several 
different registers, from purely technical and 
"in-house” jargon (whether elliptical, playful or 


purpose of slang has been to express ideas not 
acceptable to the makers of the official language, 
to speak of subjects they would preFer to avoid 
and to keep them out. The result Is a rich 
perversion of “normal” speech, concentrating oh 
such areas : as crime, sex and drugs outside the 
experience of the dominant class or not talked 
about by its members. 

"... you soar too high, Bob/And fall far lack 
of moisture quite a dry Bob”, wrote Byron, 
rudely dedicating Don Juan to Bob Southey and 
using a phrase similar to the one translated here as

literary norm. No doubt, many purchasers of 
Harrap's Dictionary will hope that it may help

A lot of foul language, as used for 
example by schoolboys and soldiers, sounds 
ritualistic rather than “rear’, ie it is primarily a 
sign of group-solidarity nmong individuals subject 
to the same collective discipline and relieving 
their feelings by the repetitive violation of 
supposed taboos. Once removed from the context 
in which swearing was the recognized convention, 
they may simply drop the habit. Swearing, by and 
large, can be looked upon as a naive and innocent 
practice, in which the terms have become almost 
purely phatic. This is borne out by the old 
Northumbrian joke (miners used to be, perhaps 
still are, as hard-swearing as soldiers) about the 
infant which died just as it was beginning to 
prattle: “Poor bairn! an' *e was just lamin' to say 
'ye bugger* that nicely!” 

It follows that our recently-won freedom to use 
almost the whole range of slang in literature and 
journalism does not automatically lead to a 
general increase in significance. Certainly, it 
marks an advance in enlightenment through the 
acceptance of all linguistic phenomena as being 
valid in their different ways, but it cannot alter the 
fact that not all slang is necessarily more telling or 
juicier than the corresponding expressions, or the 
near-correspondences, in the standard language. 
Some left-wingers, as well as good-hearted, 
upper-class populists such as Mclnnes was, would 
like it to be because they cling to the superstition 
that language becomes more genuine the further 
you go down the social scale. But linguistic 
realism compels us to recognize, on the one hand.

English is notoriously unpredictable in 
matters of spelling, pronunciation, and 
grammar. Moreover, there is no ulti- 
mate authority - no equivalent to the 
French or Spanish Academy - to 
appeal to for arbitration. The most any 
guide to English usage can do is survey 
the main points and problems. We 
should consider any such guide defi- 
cient if, for example, it failed to 
explain the differences between "to 
iicr (fib), "to lie" (recline), and “to 

I ay”. or between “its" and •‘it’s 1 ’, these 
icing thorny areas for a majority of 
English-speakcrs. 

But beyond such obvious problems, 
what more might an ordinary reader 
expect of ri style guide? How is he or 
she to gain easy access to the Informa- 
tion it contains? And can a single guide 
usefully serve people in nil the diffe- 
rent parts of t he world where English is 
spoken? 

This new Oxford guide makes a 
valiant attempt at universality, but 
fails. For example, in the pronuncia- 
tion section there are frequent refer- 
ences to variant ''American*' (ic Cana- 
dian and US) pronunciations of par- 
ticular words. But many other Amer- 
ican pronunciations (eg of "status", 
“prelude*, are here termed “incor- 
rect" while others (eg those of “ex- 
quisite", “inventory 1 *, “jubilee”, and 
^philharmonic”) are omitted 
altogether. (Another significant abs- 
ence is “herb’*, which educated Amer- 
ican speakers invariably to pronounce 
ns "urb"). Contrary to what the guide 
says, I hnve never heard a single 


.American stress the first syllable of 
"peremptory"; my American English 
dictionary does not even allow for the 
possiblity. Finally, as a Canadian, I do 
not say “to-wav-toe" as do US folk, 
but "to-iMfi-to" rhyme with the British 
RP of “gateau". 

The pronunciation section also suf- 
fers from not having □ reliable and 
consistent notation for conveying 
speech sounds. Instead we are given 
rhyming or assonating parallels: deli- 
rious: second syllable as first of lyrical, 
not leary," or & rabics: second syllable 
like bees, not like the second syllable of 
babies." Unfortunately, not all readers 
pronounce these words in the way the 
guide does. It would have been simpler 
to have used a phonemic key, one based 
on the standard International Phonetic 
Alphabet and set out in a chart, 
preferably on an inside cover, for easy 
reference. 

The spelling section is also inconsis- 
tent: with “foetal” we find the 
American “fetal", though with “ faec- 
al", the American "fecal” does not

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The guide says that "to have acted", 
relates “to action earlier in time than 
the verb would be best".

The second, we are told, unlike 
the first, “suggests an element of 
repugnance to the person as well as to 
his action". Surely this is debatable, 
and of no real help. In any case, 
another example, “He had no objec- 
tion to some of them listening", seems 
to negate this principle. 

On the credit side, the grammar 
section is quick to discard some of the 
hoariest "rules" of English, leaning on 
the authority of the Oxford English' 
Dictionary people (same publisher,) 
after all) in so doing. It is, we are told, 
perfectly acceptable to speak of more 
than two alternatives, or to a dilemma 
with more than two horns. “Dice", not 
"die", is the norms! singular of “dice'*. 
The vocabulary section offers a good 
test of the reader's grasp of the 
differences between such easily-con- 
fused pairs as "fractious" and “fac- 
tious”, “laudable” and “laudatory", 
“masterful” and “masterly", “parra- 
cide" and “patricide", “persistence” 
and “persistency", “refute" and “re- 
pudiate", and "tortuous” and “tor- 
turous". 

The most interesting and helpful 
material in the guide, however, is in its 
three concluding appendices. The 
first, on punctuation, has all most 
readers will need, in a mere four-and- 
a-half pages. The second, on “cliches 
and modish and inflated diction,” will 
be a salutary read for many. And the 
third, on English overseas, is a brief 
and generally accurate summary of 
pronunciation, spelling, and vocabul- 
ary differences between the usage of 
Britain and those of Australia andfNew 
Zealand, Canada and the US, and 
South Africa, 

The typographical design of this 
guide is unfortunate. All examples are 
given in italics, which means that 
normally italicized words within them 
have had to be set in ordinary (Roman) 
type - the opposite of what one 
normally finds. This is especially con- 
fusing in the prefatory dossary, where 
a typical example reads (in full): “finite 
designating (part of) a verb limited by 
person and number, eg 7 am, He 
comes,” What is one supposed to be 
looking at here? (And what does the 
definition mean!) Setting the exam- 
ples in smaller Roman type would have 
been a way around this problem. The 
book also has too many cross-refer- 
ences. If, in the spelling section, you 
look up “final vowels before suffixes” 
(assuming it would ever occur to 
anyone to look up such a heading in the 
first place) you are sent to four other 
headings for what you : peed. ' 

It is difficult to know to whom this 
guide would appeal. It lacks (he com- 
bination of erudition and entertain- 
ment that characterizes the best of 
Gowers’s revision of Fowler, having 
no particular literary merit Its con- 
tents range from the lifeless (the

A timely reminder that languages 
are not like Lego comes in reference- 
book form with the publication of 
Volume Two of The Oxford Diction- 
ary of Current Idiomatic English,cam- 

R iledby A P Cowie, RMackin ; nndl R 
IcCaig. Volume One, published in 
1975, dealt with phrasal verbs. Com- 
pared with Volume Two, Volume One 
now seems a comparatively simple 
undertaking. Phrasal verbs can at least 
be identified according to a more or 
less rigorous set of criteria, be de- 
scribed with a small set of syntactic 
patterns, be defined or explained sens- 
ibly, and be listed in a relatively 
straightforward alphabetical order. 
None of these claims can be made with 
any confidence for the remaining 
idioms of English. Take alphabetical 
order: the fact that the key word or 
words of most English idioms is not the 
first word, coupled with variability 
even in key words, makes arrangement 
a nightmare, and an index a necessity. 
Cowie and co have opted for a strict 
alphabetical arrangement, ignoring 
only the definite and indefinite arti- 
cles, which seems as good a plan as 
any. 

Criteria for inclusion range from the 
syntactic to the semnntic and pragma- 
tic. Thus, "by accident” Is included, no 
doubt on the syntactic grounds that the 
occurrence of the preposition “by” in 
this expression is an arbitrary fact 
about English. We might just as well 
have ended up saying "as accident", or 
"on accident , or "by an accident", or 
any of a myriad other possible express- 
ions; it just so happens that we did not. 
This being so, the learner of English 
needs to acquire "by accident” ns n 
tinit. There is no grammatical rule that 
will lead him to make the right preposi- 
tional choice, building up file express- 
ion as it were from basic building 
blocks.

An immediate shock on first living 
abroad is the discovery that the nation- 
als of one's host country have the 
effrontery to view their capital city as 
as much the hub of the universe as. 
being a Brit, one had always assumed 
London to be. 

The only cardinal defect of this 
handy and otherwise highly efficient 
compilation is (at feast to readers this 
side of the Atlantic) its North Amer- 
ican bias and self-regard. Obscure US 
politicos whose names mean nothing 
to a European readership, and can 
barely have mattered a row of beans 
even to an American one, arc included 
while significant European und Asian 
political figures are omitted 
altogether. The mindless interlude 
that was Gernld Ford’s Presidency is 
given three times as much space as the 
wiiote career of Pain curt and almost as 
much as that of Bismarck. Even such 
an ephemeral pimple on the American 
body politic as Spiro Agncw is com- 
memorated. witli the pussyfooting 
comment that "he came under fire for 
alleged corruption’ 1 . Alleged? After 
that, l fully expected to find Titus 
Oates termed nn alleged perjurer. 

In a commendable anxiety to be up 
to date, the compiler and his team have 
stumbled into another trap - over- 
weighting the very recent. When 
events are hotli American and recent, 
the lack of proportion becomes glnr- 
irsg. The Iranian "hostage crisis** of 
1979-81 was of some importance 
obviously, in that Carter’s failure to 
resolve it contributed materially to his 
electoral defeat in 1980. But whs it 
really as important, in terms of long- 
term world influence and of lineage 
allaued, as the Spanish Armada 
(Which ended Spain’s naval suprema- 
■ cy) and the Battle of Trafalgar (whidh 
endorsed Britain's for the whole suc- 
ceeding century) put together? 

This imbalance extends to cultural 
fields as well.

This may 
look like indolence, compared with the 
disciplined endeavour of the essay; but 
we all know that sometimes the aimless 
dipping into reference books can be 
themost educational form of reading.

Arthur Cottereil and his 37 contri- 
butors may fairly say that they were 
do! trying to write for browsers. What 
Dlls compendium provides, in its 355 
pages, is a series bf narrative or 
descriptive accounts of the world's 
civilization from about 3000 bc to ad 
1500 (in America) or ad 500 (in 
Europe). 

After two general chapters. on pre- 
history and the processes by which 
civilizations have emerged, the 
arrangement is geographical: six chap- 
ters on Egypt, sixteen on West Asia, 
and so on. Approaches and styles 
inevitablty vary. Some (eg Syria, 
the Indus, the Maya) are specific and 
objective; others (eg Carthage, Crete, 
some of the chapters on China) make

questions. There is little to prompt 
exploration of other sections of the 
book, either purposeful (chapter- 
headings are the briefest possible) or 
accidental (as happens when 
alphabetical entries lead the eye to 
random new subjects). Not only has 
there been no cross-referencing, but 
apparently no editorial check on 
knowledge expected from the reader 
by different contributors. In the chap- 
ter “After Alexander", for instance, 
the intricate history of West Asia is 
surveyed over nearly 1000 years, in- 
cluding the Islamic conquest of the 
Sassaman Empire in Iran. And "all 
this was done while Byzantium was at 
its lowest ebb". 

Low ebbs are not very significant 
without some knowledge of high flows, 
but Byzantine civilization lies outside 
the time-span for Europe, ending with 
"the collapse of the Western provinces 
of the Roman Empire”. Byzantium is 
not even marked on any of the maps 
given for either European or Asian 
history. Again, in the case of the 
Sanskrit language, different sections 
take no account of one another; this 
time there is a general explanation, 
recognizing the importance of Sans- 


more clarity and vitality than the 
Romans, and the Roman Empire tre- 
ated in a somewhat old-fashioned 
manner: a good deal on the personali- 
ties of the early Emperors, little on 
communications, administration, eco- 
nomic Ufe. The sources known to us 
(and this is true in other parts of the 
book also) are briefly mentioned, not 
specifically as a rule; one may contrast 
the vivid pursuit of sources in 
Phaidon’s Making of the Past series, 
for example. 

Adrian Room’s amiable book offers 
nothing so pretentious, and much of it 
is no doubt useless except to panel- 
game contestants (does anyone else 
want to know the forty names of 
Actaeon’s hounds?). But some of the 
lists are invaluable (for those with no 
Greek, the list of roots found as 
elements in many names; for those 
with Russian, or those who simply like 
names, the idiosyncratic bibliogra- 
phy.) Browsing in this book will mean 
learning, and beginning to answer 
questions. Why has Hector in Britain

Less of a companion than a dictionary, 
less of a dictionary than an encyc- 
lopedia, this is a veiy useful handbook 
for reference. Originally begun as an 
aid to readers of Russian literature, its 
scope widened to embrace the whole 
of Russian history from tenth century 
Kiev until the 1960s. Probably in 
deference to the aim of appealing to 
the general reader, whose prioT know- 
ledge and interest is not likely to go 
bacx beyond Ivan the Terrible f or even 
Napoleon’s Moscow Campaign, the 
emphasis is on the most recent cen- 
turies. 

Whether or not because of his 
original conception, John Paxton has 
produced some excellent entries on 
cultural histoiy. as good on the visual 


available, with suggested "best buys", 
might be more helpful to potential 
purchasers. For example, D W

Unlike so many other ancient towns 
and cities in Britain, London has really 
very little of its pre-Georgian past to 
show. Of course there are great 
medieval masterpieces such as West- 
minster Ahbcy. but few of the timber 
frame buildings vou can find in quite 
ordinary places fike Ipswich. Though 
every generation must share the 
blame, it is worth remembering ihnt 
even in Dickens' time there were large 
areas of dilapidated Tudor buildings 
still in existence in London. 

Today n walk round London is a 
matter of the imagination, a good 
guide book, and carefully sought out 
props, such as blue plaques and the 
occasional genuine survival. 

One such guide must be The A n and 
Architecture of London by Ann Saun- 
ders. Bearing in mind the unrelenting 
flow of new books on London and the 
fact that you can buy a perfectly 
adequate one in any second hand book- 
shop, is there really a need for yet 
another? 

London certainly is continuing to 
change (though mercifully not at quite 
so destructive a rate), but the body of 
most guide books is the same collec- 
tion of familiar anecdotes, told and 
retold over the generations. The wor- 
rying feature or ill such compendia is 
that they allow no opportunity for 
fresh research, for critical appraisal of 
old chestnuts. Only the most scrupulous 
historian can incorporate and assess all

a ualified than most to produce somc- 
lina more rigorous and reliable. A 
qualified local historian and archivist, 
sne has written and lectured on aspects 
of London's history for many years. 
She has also, apparently, visited every- 
where mentioned in the book - no 
mean feat in view of the fact that it 
includes all the outer London 
boroughs. 

Of course the book lias omissions; 
some items arc treated scantily; others 
in too much detail; and it is too large to 
carry round. But it is well illustrated 
and is as readable as any such book is. 

If it Is, in some respects, a Concise 
Pevsner, The Shell Book of British 
Buildings is certainly not. Though the 
name may suggest a comprehensive 
and authoritative survey - perhaps the 
work of a team of experts - it is in fact 
no more than a slightly unconventional 
book on British architecture, written 
by a youngish architect. 

Its best feature is a brief gazetteer of ' 
about 200 buildings, a rranged in coun- 
ty order at the back. But this Is not the 
sort of AA/Rcaders Digest book to 
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keep in the glove compartment. It 
needs to be read from page one. 

The aim is to appeal to the ordinary 
reader (though odd, technical words 
like tritorium do creep in} and to 
stimulate the more knowledgeable. 

1 would like to be more enthusiastic 
about this worthwhile intention, parti- 
cularly in the chapters on technology, 
political power, nature and cities. And 
It is not just the author's rather 
deliberate quoting of Wittgenstein, 
Paul Valfiry, Hume, Thucydides, and 
n host of others, nor the handful of 
passages straight out of Pseuds Cor- 
ner. Many of his ideas are thought 
provoking. It is partly that there is 
always a nagging doubt that however 
gooa his architecture, his wider 
thoughts on social and political history 
are on suspect foundations. 

On the plus side, the book draws on 
out-of-the-ordinary examples, such as 
the magnlficient mins of Kirby Hall, 
Northamptonshire, and is as thorough 
in discussing the twentieth century as 
the past.

A Guide to English Educational Terms.

The compilers have had the excellent 
Idea ofproviding a plain guide to terms 
either in current use in cduculion, or 
historically, as it were, hanging over it. 
So here arc enrichment programme 
and cognitive map and age participa- 
tion rate, alongside payment by results 
and higher grade school and Geddcs 
Axe. The book is not, they insist, an 
encyclopedia, and docs not include 
entries for “individuals, however 
famous”. Confining itself almost en- 
tirely to England and Wales, it starts 
with the Aberdarc Report and mar- 
ches relentlessly, in double columns, 
until it reaches 2-scores. It adds useful 
lists of acronyms, reference books and 
“ministers of education". (Some 
lengths of the last - 59 names in 127 
years - read rather like Beachcomber’s 
list of cabmen.) A little unnecessarily, 
it is stressed that the historical eritries 
are intended for the general reader 
rather than the professional historian. 
Where they might help, pointers to 
further reading are provided - never 
more than two. books to a topic. 

The real test of such a handbook is 
its Inclusiveness. As I know as an 
occasional compiler of such books, a 
couple of failures to find what he seeks 
(sometimes even one) can inflame a 
user spectacularly.

The Penguin Dictionary of Religions 
has been very nicely judged: where it 
cannot explain, it promises rather than 
betrays. Its main function is to con- 
script keywords in substantive religion 
into the arbitrary regimentation of A, 
B, C etc. Generally, it does so in a 
lively way. "Human Potential Move- 
ment" appropriately provides happily 
value-free English: "Innumerable 

Americans and Europeans have 
■graduated’ from ‘est’ (Erhard Seminal 
Training): they are shut up for a 
weekend, during which abuse is hurled 
at them to enable them to achieve 
personal growth.” For new religious 
movements and secular alternatives to 
"religion" (Marxism, humanism and 
so forth) are- included. Deserved atten- 
tion is given to historically formative or 
interesting religions, also to those that 
- in the contemporary embarrassed 
way - are termed “primal". 

The excellent device of a general 
index at the back allows the entries to 
be relatively long and so encyclopedic 
in feel. Suppose one wants to look up 



“Aurobindo” (a recent utopian guru): 
the general index refers one to page 
149 where he is to be found within the 
entry for “Hinduism (Modern Move- 
ments)”. Serious students are much 
assisted by page references from the 
text to expertly selected works in 
bibliographies (divided by subject) at 
the back; here one can agonize about 
books one ought to have read, or 
wonder at omissions from the list (for 
example, Hans Jonas* The Gnostic 
Religion). There are even maps with 
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space, the names of peoples are not 
included, except for positive discri- 
mination in the case of Africa). This 
dictionary promises rather than bet- 
rays because it is painstakingly orga- 
nized to point beyond itself to relevant 
literature. 

Its focus is not so much on scholarly 
approaches to religion (for example, 
the sociological, or psychological), and 
those whose primary interest is philo- 
sophical will do better with the Dic- 
tionary of Philosophy and Religion. 
Though at £9.95 it is double the price 
of the Penguin dictionary it is much 
heftier (but still paperback). The book 
is valuable for its fusion of what are 
typically either dictionaries of philoso- 
phy or of religion. However, the 
approach to religion is philosophical: 
for example, it is not really made clear 
that Docetism was suppressed: noi 
(unlike the Penguin dictionary) is 
there mention of the Aurobindo in- 
spired community at Pondicherry. In 
contrast, many philosophical theories 
of evolution are usefully gathered 


together in 31 numbered paragraphs 
(such numbering being the method of 
cross-referencing). This dictionary 
must have been an heroic undertaking 
for William Reese, the principal inves- 
tigator. Limitations are unavoidable: 
thus "jnana’' is described as know- 
ledge without mention of its Intuitive 
nature. Follow up is possible through 
the major works of philosophers nnd 
others mentioned in the text. 

Even though it costs £14.95, the R E 
teacher may find the Dictionary of 
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irresistible. Others probably will man- 
age to resist this limpback book: for it 
is strong on entries such as "Depart- 
ment of Education and Science 
(DES)” and "Aims of R E in L.E.A. 
Schools”. Its raison d'etre is to concen- 
trate on the “methods of teaching 
rather than the content of what is 
taught”. Thus it appears that the 
complexities of multi-cultural R E have 
been modishly compounded through 
the use of computers (see "Computer 
Assisted Learning in R E”). However, 
the dictionary ensures that in the long 
run simplicity triumphs with a 
-vengeance - for there are no Zs listed. 
The selecting out of "Zen” (despite 
the inclusion of "Yoga’’), ot "Zion- 
ism” (despite the inclusion of “Bar 
Mitzvah") and of “Zoroastrianism” 
(despite the three pages given to 
“BnnST") is somehow eloquent about 
the post-Christian perplexities of R E 
today.

Whatever this compilation may be for 
specialists, for amateurs it is for tast- 
ing, and delightful it is. Of the several 
meanings of the word “motto” given in 
the Oxford Dictionary, only three are 
relevant to the compiler's purpose, 
and of these one , “word or sentence 
accompanying coat of arm or crest” 
furnishes the greater number of mot- 
toes listed. Aside from the English, 
most are naturally Latin, though there 
is a sprinkling of Welsh, Gaelic, Cor- 
nish, Greek, and a few are of more 
exotic origin. English translations arc 
given, ana these are used here. 

Many mottoes are pedestrian 
enough; but some open strange vistas.

your aim"? Were ogresses among

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it their antique nature that made the 
Squadron (gentlemen to a man) use 
arrows, not bullets or bombs?

aimed at deflating presumptions of 
every sort. The Dictionary is now well 
known, as is Bierce’s mysterious (and 
final) disappearance into revolution- 
ary Mexico in 1913; time surely to 
rescue him from his Freudian cano- 
nization ns the archetypal self-destruc- 
tive modernist and time to reprint his 
superb short stories Tales of Soldiers 
and Civilians and Can Such Things 
Bel . 

Edith Simon’s Pelican, The Samts, 
was a marvellous book, endlessly rc- 
reaUable. Penguin's Dictionary of 
Saints is much more arid, a reference 
book solely, terse almost to the point 
of absurdity. A brief appendix vouch- 
safes the information that St Agatha's 
emblem is “BREASTS on dish"; avoid 
the Agr entries at all costs. (The only 
saint fever much bothered about, the 
blessed Mirren, doesn’t merit an entry 
though looking at the results, Jude 
seems n better bet.) Bierce’s defini- 
tion?: "Saint, N. A dead sinner revised 
and edited".

Some satellite images have become 
visual cliches, like the earth rising from- 
the moon , or a depression approaching 
from the North Atlantic. Tticre is also 
a constant stream of pictures of our 
globe transmitted by a range of remote 
sensing satellites which, though useful 
to spies and cartographers, has scarce- 
ly been exploited for its general and 
educational interest. These can be 
photographs, but the best detail comes 
from infra-red pictures in which forests 
come out red, seas black and cities 
grey, which the eye finds difficult to 
interpret. In /mages of ihe World , 
sub-titled "An Atlas of Satellite Imag- 
ery and Maps", infra-red pictures from 
NASA's Landsnt satellites have, with 
some claimed difficulty, been reconsti- 
tuted into more natural colours, green 
lowland, brown mountains with white 
snow on and red towns. Sand bars and 
salt flats show up turquoise in deeper 
blue water. 

The images thus created are placed 
beside conventional maps of the same 
region, with fascinating results. The 
pictures reveal the marks of glaciation, 
geological faults, irrigation systems. 

I even roads and railways. A streak 
which could be a road, a river or a join 
between two photographs can be iden- 
tified by a glance at the adjacent map. 

There is no attempt to cover tne 
whole globe. Areas which exemplify 
various features - arctic tundra, river 
deltas, seasonal changes in vegetation 
- are grouped together, and indexed as 
rectangles on world maps. A short 
interpretative supplement shows how 
to incorporate this kind of material 
into secondary school geography 
teaching.* ; 

Some' features, for example mineral 
exploitation, seem to be illustrated 
more clearly by the maps than by Ihe 
Landsat pictures. Indeed the whole 
exercise is more of a tribute to the 
map-makers' skills than arty threat to 
supplant them. The primary value of 
the eyeball ih the sky will be to record 
change. 

Ttie World Weather Guide was con- 
ceived by a globe-trotting advertising 
executive wondering what to pack for 
Jakarta in January, and is most likely 
to be useful to others of his kind. The 
detailed weather statistics collected 
mean monthly maximum and mini- 
mum temperatures, recorded ex- 
tremes, rainfall and relative humidity 
in key cities all over the world /There Is 
a large section on Great Britain so that 
the traveller's destination can be com- 
pared with a familiar environment. Ah 
introduction .explains the wind chill 
factor, and the comfort index which 
. depends on temperature and relative 
humidity. Valuable though The World 
Weather Guide may be to actual and 
armchair travellers, it could not have 
helped jo predict that last Easier 
Glasgow would be considerably hotter 
than ^thefts. . . , , - , • . ,

This is a motley little collection of 
reference works - one a straightfor- 
ward dictionary, one a slim Who’s 
Who of biology and medicine, one an 
attempt at a comprehensive history of 
science and one a very special delight - 
a Beecham Lollipop. 

Let’s get A Dictionary of Life 
Sciences out of the way first. It is 
competent, not very exciting and 
would probably be worth considering 
were it not for the exorbitant price. For 
£22.50 1 would expect something far 
more comprehensive and accurate - 
f'm afraid that crustacean chfoma- 
tophore-cont rolling hormones arc not 
homologous (sic) with vertebrate hor- 
mones with a similar function. But my 
chief quibble is that it has a curiously 
old fashioned taint to it. There is a 
whole table devoted to a classification 
of fruits (does this still loom large in 
school biology?) but no mention of, 
say, foraging strategy or group-Selec- 
tion. And the page numbers are most 
inconspicuouly placed near the centre- 
fold. 

The Biographical Dictionary of Sci- 
entists - Biologists is essentially a 
Who’s Who. For although there is an 
excellent historical introduction it is 
extremely brief and the final glossary 
isn't ail that useful. The main part of 
the book deals with “people who have 
made outstanding contributions to the 
science"; it gives their potted biog- 
raphies, lists wbat they found out and 
describes where this fits into the mhln- 
stream. Leaving aside living biologists 
it succeeds rather well and 'students 
and others will gain a reasonable idea 
of the course of biology and learn a 
great deal. 1 had no idea that Spallan- 
zani was such a versatile fellow nor did 
I know that Frands Galton had in- 
vented the . ultrasonic dog whistle (do 
these exist? Can one actually enter a 
shop and buy one?) But professionals 
will get more fun out of it by playing 
their own “wbich-of-my-coqtempor- 
aries-is-in, which-has-been-lcft-out?" . 
game. 

Of course it's difficult to include 
everyone in a small book but the 
treatment of twentieth-century biolog- 
ists here is so bizarre that I, for one, 
dispute the claim on the dust jacket 
. that this book is "authoritative”. Some 
Of the oddities' that struck me were:

You will 
search in vain for him in the index. But 
look up Sutton-Pringle, J W and you’re 
home and dry. Weil not quite, because 
his biography peters out in 1961 when 
he seems to have left Cambridge. You 
wonder what he did then? Well, I’ll let 
you into a little secret: he went to a 

E lnce called Oxford where he was 
inacre Professor of Zoology until his 
retirement. But who's supposed to be 
writing this dictionary? 

The Cambridge Illustrated History of 
the World’s Science is a more serious 
attempt to discuss the developing sci- 
ence oyer the last 5,000 years and 
within its limits it succeeds very well. 
The coverage iB far broader than one 
usually encounters as there are Sec- 
tions on the Mayans, Hindus, Indians, 
Arabs and Chinese, Much of this Is 
fascinating reading, despite the some- 1 
what journalistic style, and I was 
particularly Interested to learn about 
early Arab medicine. The bulk of the 
“ ok > of course, is devoted to the 
Greek-Roman-European tradition: 
mathematics, the physical and biolo- 
gical sciences are all discussed and 
although the author is obviously parti- 
cularly at home with astronomy, the: 
rave rage and treatment of other areas 1 


cult to follow. But perhaps this has 
enabled ‘the publishers to keepthe price 
within bounds, and If you want a lively 
balanced and above all broad introduc- 
tion to the history of science this must 
be regarded as a good buy. 

What a pity, however, that, like st> 
many others, the author is taken in 
completely by Aristotle the biologist; 
how exactly, tar example, do cuttlefish 
anchor themselves to a rock during 
stormy weather? The point is not that 
cuttlefish lie buried in sand for much of 
their life, including bad weather, but 
that Aristotle knew no more about 
their behaviour than 1 A Richards. I 
have only once encountered an explicit 
statement of Aristotle's shortcomings 
as a biologist but that brings me on to 
the Lollipop, if that Is not too unkind a 
word for something containing so 
much scientific good sense, even pro- 
fundity. Aristotle to Zoos - A Philo- 
sophical Dictionary of Biology is o 
superlative collection of mlni-cssays 
on a variety of biological topics. It Is 
totally idiosyncratic and slightly pre- 
cious, but if the authors have over- 
indulged themselves slightly, what 
matter? This is a bedside book for nil 
biologists, or at least all biologists with 
a sense of humour. 

The authors openly ndmit that this is 
a book for browsing in. But it is so 
witty and so readable that I found 
myself skipping back and forth until 
Im fairly sure I must have read It all. 
The entries are either predictable 
(arthropods, chromosomes, sense 
oi^ns) or, mostly unpredictable 
-(atavism, king crab, Woodger’s Para- 
dox) and the treatment is either 
istraUhtforward (cancer, Mollusca, 
sickle-cell anemia) or extravagent.

Mv first key word is amiable. There is 
nothing particularly wrong with reduc- 
ing the towering edifices oT science and 
technology to the scale of a holiday 
cottage on the side of the Breconshire 
hills. But there is nothing particularly 
useful about it either. Although encyc- 
lopedias are perhaps not the best of 
places to provide broad coverage of 
the results of recent scientific research, 
Ido feel that an opportunity is always 
missed to involve the observer, to 
prove that scientific investigation, 
though dependent on cold hard facts, 
Is about an infinite variety of cutting 
j edges, about mistakes and about false 

! turnings. 

If the principal intention is to pro- 
vide ready access by way of expanded 
definitions, short accounts of specific 
Helds or (though this is not the case 
bore) potted biographies of the great 
and good, 1 feel that the ideas could be 
better presented In the context of 
encyclopedias of more restricted scope 
or of a good textbook. Compartment- 
alization and blinkered viewpoints are 
in any case rife in science, so even 
though panoramic offers are laudable, 
the logistical basis of the traditional 
encyclopedia is likely to reinforce 
rather man relieve the effects of spe- 
cialization. 


My second key word is bulky. 
Measuring just over seven by twenty- 
one by twenty-seven centimetres, with 
7,300 set-pieces waiting to be disco- 
vered. in terms of sheer bulk the book 
must rival the Gutenberg Bible. This 
will be a significant drawback, particu- 
larly for early teenagers, the cumber- 
someness working Bgainst the conveni- 
ence so expressly desired by the pub- 
lisher, who might have been better 
advised producing two volumes of 
more manageable proportions (as in 
the Shorter Oxford English Dic- 
tionary). 

My third key word is concise. For 


My third key word is concise. For 
many years, at least one of the five 
editions of the McGraw-Hill Encyclo- 
paedia of Science and Technology - 
America’s (scientific) answer to En- 
cyclopaedia Britannlca - has darkened 
the oookshelves of many a school 
library. As most of the material for this 
abridged version has been gleaned 
from the 15-volume 1982 edition and 
various other of the same publisher's 
reference books, the result is inevit- 
ably going to be highly selective 
(though most of the subjects I wanted 
to know about were included) and 
marginally out of date. On the bright 
side, there is a 30,000-entry index and 
enough of the Russian-doD variety of 
cross-references to waylay the casual 
browser for weeks. 

My fourth key word is dull. 
Although the 50-page list of consulting 
editors and contributors testifies to the 


book’s aspirations to be an authorita- 
tive reference work, this is worthy and 
adequate rather than a bejewelled 
crown sparkling with many of the 
leading American science populariz- 
es. One very telling aspect of the list is 
the percentage who are now retired or 
deceased. The illustrations and the 
literary style would have seemed old- 
fashioned 20 years ago. This "glass- 
case" approach to presenting vast 
amounts of information on all bran- 
ches of science (including mathema- 
tics), medicine and technology really 
ought to have gone out with tne ark. 

My fifth key word is expensive - 
considering that the book is lifted 
wholesale from previously published 
material and that most of the produc- 
tion costs would have been devoted to 
maintaining McGraw-Hill's usual de- 

g endable standards of presentation. 

ly comparison, the 15-volume edition 
of the mother encyclopedia costs £565. 
A sixth edition Is not expected for 
another two or three years. 

So, if you don’t mind your science 
served up as alphabet soup, goulash, 
and custard with dream topping, this is 
as good and as reliable a place to start 
as any. If you want to find out about 
the most up-to-the-minute discoveries 
about what causes cancer and Hunt- 
ington’s chorea (rather than being told 
blandly what they are) or about new 
elementary particles and grand unified 
theories in pnysics, read iVeiv Scientist.

in Octans, the constellation which 
includes the south celestial pole, there 
arc notes on three or four faint stars in 
the group, but no mention of the 
brightest one, Nu Octantis! The same 
sort of apparently random selection is 
found elsewhere, and one has a 
perhaps unworthy suspicion that the 
author, though a distinguished scien- 
tist, is not actually a practical observer. 
(This may also explain why the magni- 
tude of Neptune is given as 9 - actually 
it is 7.7 - and why the illustration on 
page 241 shows a purple Pluto.) 

A revision of some of these points 
would be a great help, but will presum- 
ably be undertaken at some time, since 
the book is qui te good enough to run to 
several editions.

Psychology has been slower than most 
of the modern disciplines to establish a 
firm scientific basis. In part, this has 
been because the subject was for long 
regarded as a misconception, little 
more than a hyper-specialization of 
one corner of any number of other 
disciplines, physiology and neurology, 
epistemology, sociology, even, in 
cases, theology and divinity. Psycholo- 
gy even suffered from its roots m fields 
tike astrology and magic, and its 
association with rather literary things 
like emotion and feeling, madness and 
vision, none of which was likely to 
endear it to the highly consciously 
“scientific" nineteenth century. It all 
seemed too vague and imponderable, 
too much a midnight hunt for black 
cats in coni cellars. 

Most new subjects begin by overlap- 
ping the corners or existing, impinging 
disciplines. Psychology is now firmly 
established in its own right and. trm? to 
the pattern, insistent on its separation 
from the areas where it began. Tliat is 
both an institutional fit matters a great 
deal what your department is called) 
and an intellectual matter. 

The beauty of the new Blackwell 
Encyclopedic Dictionary of Psycholo- 
gy is that it has given equal weight to 
concepts and issues not obviously 
central to psychology but without 
which the study of mind is not feasible. 
“Almost everything that is claimed to 
be part of the corpus of psychological 
knowledge depends on presupposi- 
tions that are not, in themselves, 
psychological." 

The editors have identified the three 
main strands of contemporary psychol- 
ogy - cognitive psychology (the pro- 
cessing of information), psycholinguis- 
tics (our communicative ability) and 
neuropsychology (the working of the 
brain and central nervous system) - 
and a number of subsidiary or younger 
fields such as developmental, social 
and personality psychology, educa- 
tional, clinical and occupational issues, 
and the growing "fringe" of theories, 
cults ana cures. Every category is 
cross-referenced to the others within a 
normal alphabetical layout but there is 
also a fully comprehensive index of 
references, even of those which don’t 
merit a full alphabetical entry in- the 
main dictionary. It’s tempting to char- 
acterize the work as a thesaurus, a 
Roget of the mind , in which every term 
or concept Is parcelled into the profes- 
sional or rhetorical setting in which it 
might appear. 

As such it can appear unrellevcdly 
abstract. There seems a clear attempt 
to de-individualize ideas, to free them 
from their supposed creators; Mes- 
raer, Charcot, Freud, Lalng, Lacan. 
There is some value lit this, in distin- 
guishing psychoanalysis from Freudian 
ism; few ideas spring entirely from any 
one individual and, as one instance'! it's 
far too dramatic aiid simplistic to see 
Freud as the "discoverer" of the . 
unconscious; it was an accolade he 
vigorously refused. Some though may 
find it puzzling that he merits only four 
and a half columns in such an enor- 
mous work. 

. The Dictionary is hard work but 
endlessly useful and suggestive, ft’s a 
page-turner; not only does one End 
oneself quickly passing on from the 
original entry sought to others encoun- 
tered by accident; given the relentless 
cross-referencing, sonie shifting about 
is essential.

According to the publishers of the 
Cojlins-Kiett Dictionary, many users of 
bilingual dictionaries prefer to see 
each section presented individually in 
separate volumes. Hence the introduc- 
tion of this new two volume dictionary, 
based on the single volume Collins 
German Dictionary which appeared in 
1980. The two column arrangement of 
the parent work has been retained and 
extensive use has again been made of 
indicators and collocators in order to 
define meanings as accurately as possi- 
ble. Each volume contains a large 
number of illustrative examples, and 
style labels are used to indicate the 
appropriateness of a word or phrase in 
a particular context. 

The new dictionary is less compre- 
hensive lhan its predecessor, the quar- 
ter of a million references contained in 
the original having been reduced to 


•approximately 180,000. This loss may 
be insignificant for many users, since 
much of the pruning has been confined 
to archaisms and regional forms. Thus 
entires like the obsolete “stalin’’ or the 
South German "Fotzhober have dis- 
appeared. In the case of more recent 
formations, the tendency appears to 
have been to abandon less usual forms 
in favour of more up-to-date equiva- 
lents. Consequently *‘Stereogcrflt has 
been eliminated from the German- 
English section, whereas “Stereo- 
aniage" remains. Many neologisms 
like “video set" and “windsurfing", 
neither of which is listed in the parent 
dictionary, have been introduced, and 
the editors have kept well abreast of 
developments in computer language. 
However, “compact disc” was pre- 
sumably too recent an innovation to be 
included. New appendices have also 
been added, including sections on 
English and German syntax, together 
witn lists of common Christian names 
and of English counties, American 
states and German “Lfinder". A some- 
what novel feature is the inclusion of 


the phonetic alphabet in various 
accepted forms. 

Although each volume of the Col- 
lim-Klett Dictionary may be purchased 
separately (and many users will no 
doubt be interested in one volume 
alone), together they cost more than 
the Collins German Dictionary which 
is, of course, still available. They also 
contain less material than the single 
volume work. On the positive side the 
new work is more up-to-date than its 
forerunner and, for those who normal- 
ly make use of only one section, 
somewhat easier to handle. Prospec- 
tive purchasers of a new German 
dictionary would do well to examine 
both versions carefully before deciding 
which best suits their needs. On the 
other hand, owners of the earlier work 
- still the finest German dictionary 
available for its size - may well prefer 
to stay with what they have.

The Companion represents a wel- 
come first attempt at pulling together 
many diverse yet interrelated strandB, 
and contains ample biographical in- 
formation on authors, illustrators, 
publishers, printers and educationists. 
Important works such as Goody Two- 
Shoes, Treasure Island and Garner's 
The Stone Book, have separate entries 
summarizing their plots, with detailed 
accounts of their publishing history. 
These are supplemented by articles on 
different genres, formats and trends, 
such as Fantasy, Comics, Picture 
Books, Sexism and Teenage Novels. 
Traditional material is well repre- 
sented , with the general history of fairy 
tales and nursery rhymes strengthened 
by specific entries for individual stories 
and important collections like the 
Pentamerone and Contes de ma mire 
POye. International aspects are co- 
vered by short surveys of the literature 
of European and non-European coun- 
tries. Characters are also included, 
taken mainly from novels of the mid- 
nineteenth and twentieth centuries, 
with a large proportion emerging from 
comica and the media - thus Nesbit’s 
Bastable family finds itself on the same 
page as Basil Brush, the Bash Street 
kids, and Batman.

The idea for a reference book cover- 
ing all areas of children's literature, 
from its beginnings to the present day. 
originally came from Iona and Peter 
Opie, but the present authors, 
Humphrey Carpenter -and Mari 
Prichard, are relatively inexper- 
ienced in the field, and inevitably 

much of the information comes 

from readily available sources. 

While the value of the Companion in 
assembling a variety of facts is not in 
question, accounts in most areas are 
confined to straightforward descrip- 
tion, with any evaluation based on the 
judgment of others or given at a 
superficial level. However, children’s 
literature is peculiar in that it needs the 
application of the critical principle 
more than other forms: parents, 
teachers and librarians in particular, 
are all engaged in the selection of 


books for children and constantly need 
some kind of touchstone in order to 
separate the flawed from the pure. 

The lack of appreciation In depth is 
felt most keenly in the treatment of 
major novels and authors' works, and 
of illustration and parallel print pro- 
cesses. Many artists such as Arthur 
Gaskin. John and Joan Hassall, Ivan 
Bilibin, Willebeek le Mair, Harold 
Jones and Errol le Cain, are left out 
altogether; William Morris’s contribu- 
tion is seen in terms solely of his prose 
romances, with no mention of the 
influence his designs had on children's 
book artists of the early twentieth 
century, and even Arthur Rackham, 
despite a lengthy summary of his life 
and work, has no real assessment made 
of his style, technique or the special 
qualities that contributed to his super- 
iority and success. The entry on wil- 
liam Blake is woefully inadequate, and 
that for Michael Foreman surprisingly 
weak compared to those for his con- 
temporaries Briggs and Bumingham. 


Most editors of substantial reference 
books will probably admit that their 
nret editions are trial efforts. Only 
after publication will they learn fully 
the extent of the errors and imbalances 
ui their choice of material.

Some imbalance and omission is 
inevitable in a work of this kind, but 
Lewis Carroll seems to command an 
excessive amount of space; there is 
nothing on the role of pnotography as 
an illustrative medium, and only vague 
references to its use as a reproductive 
process, and there are no general 
accounts of myths and legends. More 
specifically, there are no entries for the 
National Book League or Federation 
of Children’s Book Groups, although 
the Children's Rights workshop is 
mentioned, and, while Newbery and 
Carnegie winners are listed, those of 
Caldecott and Greenaway medals are 
not. Finally, while some Bibliographic 
references are given in the course of 
individual articles, they would be 
easier to find if listed again at the end 
of the entry. An index would also have 
been appreciated. 

Although the lack of any critical 
stance and substantial bibliographic 
material make it clear that the book is 
not aimed at the serious researcher, 
there are plenty of odd scraps for them 
to dean. While the cover fails to 
titillate, inside it is a pleasure to handle 
and dip into, with many black and 
white illustrations to whet the appe- 
tite. Entries are alphabetical, with 
clear headings and adequate cross- 
references, and are written in a lucid, 
comprehensible style sprinkled with 
many diverting quotations from au- 
thors, biographers, critics and others. 
These give the Companion a chann 
and appeal that make it an entertain- 
ment in its own right, and for the 
uncritical reader, there is much to 
relish and absorb.

There are only a few rules for making a 
decent dictionary but unfortunately 
this book regularly breaks them all. 
Opening it at random, the reader 
discovers that lhe definition of ‘‘mam- 
moth" is “a large extinct kind of 
elephant". She probably knows what 
“large” means, and the excellent illus- 
tration will remind her of the meaning 
of “elephant”, but she may well find 
herself driven to look up “extinct". 
This would be a splendid thine - a 
further extension of the vocabulary - 
but for the fact that there is no 
definition given for “extinct”. 

Defining words in terms of others 
undefined^ perhaps the most heinous 
of the lexicographer’s crimes; one 
harder to avoid, and often committed 
by Mr Rldout, is defining words in 
terms of each other. "Happy" means 
“full of ioy"; “joy" means *‘a feeling of 
great happiness"; and around is 



around is around. 

Both of these flaws are clearlv 
objective; more subjective is my feel- 
ing that many of Mr Ridqut's defini- 
tions are seriously misleading. "Cour- 
age" is “the feeling of not being 
afraid"; that, surely, would be a better 
definition of what the greatest lexicog- 
rapher called "stark insensibility", 
while courage often consists of doing 
what is necessary in spite of feeling 
afraid. 

Similarly, it seems perverse to de- 
fine “launch" as “to slide a ship into the 
water" and illustrate the word with a 
picture of a rocket launching pad, even 
though that phrase has been raven as 
an associated one without definition. 
The pictures are the best part of this 
dictionary, clearly drawn and labelled, 
though tney, like the definitions, are 
sometimes slightly odd. Of course, to 
make a dictionary for the very young is 
a difficult enterprise and there are few 
good ones; Mr Ridout has not added to

It is interesting that at a time when 
middle schools are under threat , partly 
as a result of the recent HMI survey, 
publishers should be commissioning 
books which overlap the traditional 
division at 11 +, but which are too 
advanced for use in "pure” primary 
schools while at the same time being 
insufficiently thorough to form the 
core of a syllabus for external examina- 
tions. Clearly the concept of a distinct 
phase known as “the middle years" is 
flourishing, but the actual organiza- 
tional form in which books designed 
for the 10-14 age group could be used 
as a cohesive spheme is becoming 
increasingly rare. 

Having said that, I still believe that 
the idea of providing a series of 
geography books, sequenced in terms 
of difficulty, which would be accept- 
able to both primary and secondary 
schools , would be an excellent innova- 
tion and would overcome a number of 
the problems of curricular consistency 
and continuity which effectively ne- 
gate so much of the geographical work 
undertaken in primary schools. 

Unfortunately, this series is not 
sequenced in terms of difficulty, so an 
average i 0-year-old would find them 
rather too concise and academic while 
the fourteen-year-old using the same 
book would probably find a number of 


the activities to be rather trite and 
hackneyed. Obviously, the extent of 
the organizational difficulties inherent 
in the use of the series depends on the 
resourcefulness of the teacher, and 
should therefore not detract from the 
high quality of the books themselves. 

Macdonald possess a well deserved 
good reputation for design, use of 
colour, good binding and clear print, 
and the individual authors of these 
books live up lo the style. The topics 
are interesting and relevant to the 
1980s. For example. Local Environ- 
ment contains, among other activities, 
topics dealing with travel to work 
patterns, local authority planning, site 
choices, urban spread, public in- 
quiries, urban zoning, and trends for 
the future. AU are dealt with in a lively 
way, but are not patronizingly coy or 
chatty. Every page contains brief but 
concise information, photographs (un- 
fortunately not too many in colour), 
excellent diagrams and charts* a series 
of six or so well worded questions 
which are answerable by direct refer- 
ence to the books and, on many pages, 
a “project idea" to take the pupils out 
of the classroom , or at least away from 
the textbook, for enrichment and ex- 
tension of their learning.

Selma James's concern for the victi- 
mized woman inspired this book. Un- 
fortunately, in part one at least, she 
has let herself be carried away, thus 
entangling herself in a web of misinter- 
pretation. 

Her inventions on a theme of Jane 
Auaten cannot be taken seriously. Her 
fads arc by no means always correct; 
Mr Bennet did not hate his wife, he 
was merely indifferent to her; it is not 
Sir Thomas Bertram who is the arch- 
villain of Mansfield Park but that 
female serpent, Mrs Norris; Elizabeth 
Bennet, In real life, let alone in fiction, 
would not necessarily have been 
forced to many Mr Collins, even the 
feeble Fanny could stand against Sir 
Thomas when she refused to marry 
Henry Crawford. Moreover Selma 
James fails to mention facts on the 
other side of the picture, as, for 
example, that Edward Ferrara was as 
much at his mother’s mercy as any 
heroine could have been. Ttiesc are 
not in themselves of great importance, 
but they are trifles that form part of an 
approach that subtly twists the facts to 
fit into a fore-determined thesis. 

An example of this process is seen at 
work in her book wneTe she quotes 
from Persuasion laying a false emph- 
asis that leads to a complete mis-read- 
ing of the passage, [t would be virtually 
impossible to read any serious novelist 
of almost any period without finding 
some evidence of unease, if nothing 
more, about the position of women in 
society, and Jane Austen was as aware 
as any of them. However, her general 
theme was that of acceptance and on 
occasions where, without flouting any 
conventions rim could, had. she 
wished, have made a stand for femi- 
nine independence, she did not in fact 
do so.. The mOst significant example is' 
where Emma, who, having deter- 
mined against marriage because of her 
financial independence, accepts Mr 
Knightley without any struggle other 
than that connnected with a possible 
desertion of her utterly selfish father. 

What Selma James has to say about 


(female) in any society. The material 
upon which she has to work is sym- 
pathetic to her message and she does 
not need to strain it in any way, 
although she appreciates that, in her 
earlier books, Jean Rhys's heroines 
are by nature drifters and therefore 
natural victims. The liberation of the 
black woman from the, possibly be- 
loved but certainly enslaved, mammy 
image is as inherent in the theme of 
The Wide Sargasso Sea as the theme of 
isolation and rejection, and Selma 
James handles both of them well. 

However diverse the premises and 
approaches of the eighteenth -century 
authors considered by Homai J Shroff, 
she finds that they shared - Joseph 
Andrews excepted - a demand tor 
certain qualities in a gentleman, name- 
ly: independent means, a reasonable 
standard of education, good sense, a 
philanthropic attitude and a Christian- 
ity composed of faith tempered by 
reason. At the end. if not from the 
beginning, he was ideally a country 
gentleman who spent his days nurtur- 
ing his estate, “crops, livestock and 
tenants, and extending his benevo- 
lence over the countryside. The works 
selected reflect the debate of the 
century with its changing attitudes as 
taught by Mandeville, Chesterfield, 
and Shaftesbury and outlined by 
Homai J Shroff in her introductory 
chapter. The lack of dates throughout 
is an impediment as it obscures as 
much how these contrasting attitudes 
were present simultaneously as how 
they led to the concept of rhe noble 
savage and to the Romantic movement 
of the end of the century, so different 
from the Augustan age of its begin- 
ning. 

The introductory and concluding 
chapters are valuable for their overall 
discussion of her theme and the studies 
of the novels, although necessarily 
approached only from her selected 
viewpoint, are instructive and in-. . 
teresting. 

It is impossible to conceive of a time 
when Kathleen Tillotson’s study of the 
novels of the 1840s has not been the 
most authoritative. Her evaluation of 
this decade’s importance in bringing 
about the change in the novel from 
Gothic romance to serious .study of 
man and nature is still without rival.

Initiatives involving parents in the 
teaching of reading have provided such 
positive results, in terms of both 
progress and relationships, that they 
nave grown into a national movement. 
PACT Unit A, which comes from the 
ILEA Pitfield Project, based in 70 
Hackney Primary Schools, will prove 
very useful in the next stage of expan- 
sion. It is designed for use in training 
courses for primary teachers, and deals 
with a range of important practical 
aspects of work with parents , including 
giving advice on heanng children read, 
classroom organization, record-keep- 
ing, English as a second language and 
working with able readers. 

The material is intended to be a focal 
point for critical discussion rather than 
a model. Its core is a 20-minute

Brian, a slow starter at reading. Brian 
is seen first writing, then reading to his 
teacher.

The additional charge of £3 for the 
notes is somewhat churlish, as they are 
essential. They contain copies of 
Brian's reading record and of the 
school’s handbook for parents as well 
as useful suggestions for course orga- 
nizers. There is easily enough material 
here for a two- or three-session in- I 
service course or a self-contained unit 
in Initial training, but the tape is not 
tightly edited and its use requires 
careful planning. It is certainly not 
intended to be viewed at one sitting. 

Since Nick Wood’s article on read- 
ing in the Portsmouth Down’s Syn- 
drome Project (The TES, February 3), 
Susan Buckley has received over a 
thousand letters. Most contained re- 
quests for the tape of Reading Skills in 
Down's Syndrome Children, and once 
the backlog is cleared her correspon- 
dents will not be disappointed. 
Although technically more limited 
than the ILEA production, the tape is 
clearly designed and presented and is 
suitable Far use with both parents and 
teachers. The children themselves are 
at the centre of attention throughout 
and seent to enjoy every minute. 

The notes - again essential, but this 


time free - contain a straightforward 
and comprehensive account of the 
project’s approach. They make it clear 
that there is no evidence to suggest that 
the work will benefit all children with 
Down's Syndrome, and locate reading 
within a pattern of language develop- 
ment specifically related to their 
needs. No-one can lose by trying. 

Perceptual training begins with pic- 
tures of familiar objects. The child 
learns first to match identical pictures, 
then to select and hand pictures to a 
parent - or glove puppet - and finally 
to name pictures. Each child proceeds 
at his own pace, and, once he can name 
roughly fifty pictures with confidence, 
the matching - selecting - naming 
sequence is repeated with words. In 
the final stage, words are used in pairs 
and groups, and the process is com- 
plemented throughout by stories, pic- 
ture-books and nursery rhymes. 

The tape exploits the ability of the 
camera to record detail of mood and 
expression as well as to illustrate 
techniques. It will provide a focal point 
for communication between parents 
and teachers. 

Crossfire presents reading as “part 
of a total ethos” of partnership be- 
tween parents and school. Unfortu- 
nately, it says a lot less about reading 
as a result, and is not helped by a script 
full of cliches and considerable inhibi- 
tions among the participants. Never- 
theless, its positive account of home- 
school relations in an inner-city school 
could be useful in initinl training, and 
was very well received when shown on 
a training course for social workers.

Video offers such marvellous possibili- 
ties as a teaching aid : the immediacy of 
television, taking children into experi- 
ence which they couldn't otherwise 
get, the facility of stopping wherever 
you choose, and best of all. it comes in 
such a simple form that children can 
easily use it themselves. Though, I 
doubt If any child will voluntarily put 
this cassette back In the machine. It 
committed the cardinal sin. It was 
boring.

will they make of the slow, deeply 
unimaginative camerawork of this 
video, the amaterish jumping from live 
recording to voice-overe (the former 
almost obliterated by wind noise, and 
wind in the microphone does not 
sound like wind in the ear) and the 
parrot-like question and answer ses- 
sions with the teacher which reminded 
me of my catechism classes of over 20 
years ago? 

Yet for all its slowness, there are 
conundrums', where does this sailing 
vessel come from? or this ferry? The 
ship Is the “Golden Hind” and the 
Sealink ferry is making its way into 
Newhaven from Dieppe. How do I 
know - why, I have a copy of the 
teacher’s notes, and out goes the 
possibility of children using the video 
rewardipgly by themselves. 

The notes also explain the Coambe 
Hill Enclosure, which is necessary, for 
while the camera lingers on quainte 
olde houses and holiday makers on the 


beach, It goes a bit swift over this 
fascinating and rare example of a 
neolithic causwayed camp with its fine 
bell barrow. 

On a rising inflection the voice-over 
sometimes sounds like David Atten- 
borough, which was nice, but the 
language Is dull and repetitive, except 
oddly in one or two key places where 
you get words that some children may 
not comprehend o}j where we have 
contraband and buoyance emphasized 
and left without explanation. Tltere 
were some interesting ideas raised, 
such as the nature of vandalism, quite a 
bit of information, the occasional stir- 
ring visual: the flint layers in the chalk 
cliffs, but not enough to last three 
20-minute films. .... 

I wish the originators of this video 
had approached some primary school 
children I know of; they’d have made a 
lot more of the subject both in style 
and cpntent.

Each of these slide presentations con- 
sists of 20 35mm slides i n a clear plastic 
wallet, a booklet giving a commentary 
on each slide, and additional slides 
(usually about 10) with the equation of 
the reactions covered in the main 
programme. There is an optional au- 
diocassctte available with each prog- 
ramme. 

Although the booklets are attrac- 
tively produced the labelling of both 
cassettes and slides is minimal. The 
cassettes simply cany a sticky label 
with a title such as “Carbon . The 
slides are uns|X3tted and identified by a 
number only; in my copy of the carbon 
programme some of the slide numbers 
were incorrect. The audiocassettes are 
described as carrying an inaudible 
1,000Hz pulse for operating an auto- 
matic slide projector. 1 was not able to 
try theoi on automatic equipment but 
some gave a signal which was clearly 


auaiDie. 

The author of the programmes 
appears to have a certain partiality 
towards Poland, some prejudice 
against a few other countries, and a 
marked preference for vigorous and 
spectacular chemical reactions. These 
factors lend to distort the balance of 
the subject matter and also give me 
some reservations on safety grounds.. 

One slide, for instance, snows the 
dramatic effect of reacting LOg of 
metallic sodium with water, "under 
very controlled conditions during a 
public lecture at Highgate School". 
This seems to . be something of a 
contradiction in terms. 

Several of the programmes start off 
in an excellent and original manner. 
“Sulphur”, for instance, begins with a 
slide of a garden in which 10 products 
of the sulphur or sulphuric acid indus- 
try are labelled. Unfortunately this 
initial good idea is not followed 
through and I gained a rather staccato 
impression of individual points with 
individual commentaries. None of the 
sets reviewed really merits the title 
“slide programme 1 '.

feeling of nervous concentration - 
although the pronunciation is clear, 
each word is solemnly spoken with 
little change of pace or emphasis.

Hie letter and 
the spirit 

It is rare to attempt an 
appreciation of opposing views 
by Julian Brotherton 
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Although all sciences occasionally en- 
counter the nebulous area of morals, 
and aesthetics, teachers understand- 
ably try to avoid it. In environmental 
science they have special problems 
because it is hard to present this 
subject simply as a value-free survey of 
the principles of ecology and manage- 
ment. Questions of “Why?" and "For 
Whom?" keep thrusting forward and 
schools tend to retreat from such 
complications. 

O and A level syllabuses reflect this. 
They include sections on conservation 
strategy, such as pollution-control or 
renewable resources, but rights and 
wrongs and considerations of appear- 
ance rarely receive more than a reluc- 
tant nod. Out of two syllabuses men- 
tioning scenery, one warns "Teachers 
should realize the difficulties of deal- 
ing with this without making subjective 
judgments 1 ', although (as philosophy 
students well know), there is a lot more 
to aesthetics than sentiment. And 
again it is on a "cost-benefit basis" that 
we are somehow to assess conflicts of a 
social nature. The AEB are less timid 
than some, if no less vague: we should 
"consider provision for the aesthetic 
needs of Man". They even discreetly 


propose dealing with "nuclear argu- 
ments". One syllabus hints apologeti- 
cally: "The student should consider 
whether the aims of management are 
entirely commercial". 

But these so-called '‘sociological'' 
aspects are being reduced in future in 
most examinations. The Joint Ex- 
amination Board refers to ''implicit" 
educational and aesthetic values, 
which apparently don’t require actual 
specification but perhaps needn't be 
purged quite yet. 

Apart from the diffidence of 
tcacnera towards questions which, at 
an academic level, are philosophical, 
and which (although perfectly examin- 
able) are marked differently from 
science, there is the added problem 
that very few pupils take environmen- 
tal exams, which hnve to be subsidized 
by more popular subjects. It costs 
several thousand pounds to set one 
exam so it must have high Public 
Relations appeal. 

What the examiners prescribe prob- 
ably reflects the balance favoured even 
for non-examination children and 
primary schools, where teachers’ free- 
dom allows implications to be more 
explicitly developed. Younger and less 


academic pupils do spend more time 
acquiring familiarity and respect for 
their surroundings, but even this is no 
more than a precondition for moral 
and aesthetic education, properly de- 
fined. Controversy still tends to be one 
sided or to be shunned; it is rare to 
attempt a fair appreciation of opposite 
views, the farmer's and the birdwatch- 
er's or the factory owner's and the 
anti-pollution agitators. 

Many books snare the same limita- 
tions or partisan bias. However urgent 
their scaring statistics, they are merely 
raising an alarm, and this is hardly 
tackling ethical problems in the truly 
educational sense. 

So what would a satisfactory 
approach be? Richard Mabey in The 
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A “place” b much more than a habitat 



Common Ground argues that a 
“place” is much more than a habitat, 
site or amenity area, and it docs seem 
absurdly reductive to describe the 
environment simply in terms of eco- 
systems, energy flow data and re- 
sources. How can the manipulation 
and care of our surroundings be any 
more “detached’ 1 than that of our 
physical bodies by the doctor7 And 
fortunately for us, medical courses 
include ethics as an unquestioned 
necessity. No attempt is made to 
escape moral dilemmas by “sticking to 
facts^. But would fair treatment be 
jeopardized if we bring in rights and 
wrongs7 

Education and science do share a 
common article of faith: the avoidance 
of sectarianism. In science there is the 
commitment to impartiality regarding 
HvbI claims, and in education there is, 
or ought to be, the avoidance of any 
whiff of indoctrination or the pushing 
of one side .in a disagreement. Re- 
sponsible teachers are anxious not to 
overstep the line, but, as in medical 
science, preparing pupils to come to 
their own value judgment is quite a 
different matter from being evangelis- 
tic or prescriptive.

of the most notable features of the past 
live years will be the scrutiny applied 
to 16-19 education, and the unpre- 
cedented proliferation of new courses 
resulting from it. At the very least they 
offer more choice for the student; 
there will never be agreement about 
the most appropriate education for life 
io contemporary society. 

But for many teachers, and others, 
some of the ideas expressed in the 
recent White Paper, Training for Jobs, 
seems geared much more to the in- 
terests of employers than of young 
people, even given the overlap ol 
interests between them. Vital as it is, 
preparation for the world of work 
cannot be totally equated with educa- 
tion for adult life in modern society. 
On this point, perhaps attention 
should be drawn to some existing 
courses which come under the heading 
of education rather than training, but 
which include practical study ot real 
problems arising within the world of 
work as well as outside it. 

One such interface for urgent prob- 
lem-solving is that between people and 
their environment. But this area illus- 
trates the impossibility of trying to 
(each and learn in a “value-free" 
context. 

Traditionally, geographers approach 
die environment from one angle: they 
are more concerned witb the use which 
people can make of It, and less with its 
scientific side. Biologists seek a scien- 
tific understanding of the functioning 
of the biosphere, for a variety ot 
purposes, from food production to 
wildlife conservation, but the human 
factors, being hard to measure, tend to 
get overlooked. 

However, the environment does not 
reflect such subject boundaries, or 
value -systems, in the way it functions, 
umsequently environmental conflicts 
can often arise because so many people 
workng with It have only the uni- 
^dplmiry . understanding derived 
vom traditional subjects. 

What l am suggesting is not that a 
■■ra-aiscipliiMiy approach can, io 
itself, be value-free, but that it leads to 
a belter understanding of the environ- 
ment than is possible simply from the 
environ mental sections or biology and 
geography syllabuses. 

From teaching the University of 
re ndon A Level Environmental Stu- 
dies course for nine years, I feel it

As might be expected from the 
interdisciplinary nature of the course, 
the young people who might benefit 
from it will have a variety of back- 
grounds. Having a good mix of science 
and humanities orientations in the 
class enhances its progress. Having 
studied O level biology and/or 
geography obviously helps, and if 
they've had the chance to take O level 
Environmental Studies they tino less 
difficulty adjusting to the integrated 
approoch of the A level. But gaps in 
background can usually be rectified 
with a serious A level student, when 
the need arises as part of the topic 
being studied. 

Adapting to such a course will 
clearly be easier In a school with a well 
planned policy of environmental 
education throughout its earlier curri- 
culum. New sixth form and tertiary 
colleges may well have the opportunity 
to appoint environmentally-minded 
geography and biology staff, and so lay 


their subjects. Each establishment 
may have its individual pattern of 
political opportunism, for which new 
course may offer scope: but again a 
course like this should only involve 
staff with genuine enthusiasm for its 
objectives. 

Other staff, students, or their pa- 
rents may have reservations about the 
acceptability of a new course for higher 
education; this has now been pretty 
thoroughly explored for Environmen- 
tal Studies ana we have not yet found It 
to be unacceptable in a suitable com- 
bination of subjects for appropriate 
higher education courses. Occasional- 
ly HE establishments, professional 
institutions or employers may not be 
familiar with the course, but on receiv- 
ing a copy of the syllabus have almost 
always responded favourably to It. It 
wou Id help if those establishments who 
accept the subject for entrance pur- 
poses actually indicated this in the 
relevant handbooks. 

Clearly careers advisers, course 
tutors, heads of department, or otheis 
who advise students about their 
choices play a key role in the establish- 
ment of this or any other course. It is 
very important that these people 
should be kept well informed about its 
content, philosophy and applications, 
so that they learn to recognize the

As to the best way of staffing the A 
level course, when It first started few 
establishments had Individual staff 
willing and able to teach the whole 
syllabus. However, with the increase 
in teachers who are graduates in 
Environmental Studies/Science, or 
with joint or combined degrees, this 
would seem to be less of a problem. 
Alternatively many schools and col- 
leges may find team teaching, usually 
with like-minded biologists and geog- 
raphers, to be the ideal solution. 
Either way it is certainly too good a 
course to be taught by anyone less than 
enthusiastic about it. . > 

But the large practical assessment 
element makes it necessary that one 
person should oversee it. My view is 
that students benefit most from having 
•. a number of different, but com- 
plementary angles on the subject, and 
ft is certainly advantageous In relation 
fo the supervision of projects. 

New courses are sometimes' viewed 
with scepticism by the more tradition- 
al, but closely related subject areas of 
the school or college. In roost cases I 
have found colleagues willing to be 
convinced by the evident value of the

course. New students coming into an 
FE, tertiary or sixth form college from 
schools which did not offer environ- 
mental studies/science will probable be 
unaware of it, and their choices will be 
based on what they know or are 
Informed about. 

In this college, a major feature of 
interviewing evenings is the inclusion 
of “market stalls" for all available 
subjects, complete with appropriate 
display material. New students con 
talx to prospective teachers about 
Subjects, as well as careers advisers 
and other specialists, before receiving 
final guidance and approval for their 
course as a whole from the head of 
department. ' 

The most important resource for this 
course, apart from equipment which 
will mostly be shared with geography 
and biology, is of course the environ- 
ment itself; Access to it through field- 
work is as essential to environmental- 
ists as chemicals are to chemists, a 
point which .ought to be recognized in 
the allocation of funds, but rarely is. 

In a climate where the immediate 
demands of new, technology, and the 
economic structure of the country, 
tend to dominate how we pcfrelve its 
educational needs, and consequently 
those of the individual, the danger of 
losing sight of long term needs is a real 
one. People ore central components of 
their environments for twenty-four 
hours a day, both inside and outside 
the world of work. The scope for 
creating new epvifonmental conflicts is 

S ealer than ever, and so therefore is 
e need for an integrated understand- 
ing of the environment.

With the arrival of Sheila Browne as Us 
president, the Council for Environ- 
mental Education can look forward to 
an interesting new phase. Under her 
perceptive guidance its direction will 
certainly be sharpened. 

She was also appointed principal of 
Newnham College, Cambridge, in 
October, after nine years as the Senior. 
Chief Inspector nt the DES, and the 
58-year-old Miss Browne promises to 
be a powerful force. She began her 
career by teaching French foT 14 years 
at Oxford as a don and Fellow of St 
Hilda’s. 

.“The pot is stirring nicely and there 
is every reason to be optimistic," she 
told council colleagues at Its General 
Assembly last month. . . : ' ■ - 
She is infinitely approachable, keen 
to glean every shade of opinion from 
the council's wide membership. As 
when visiting classrooms as an inspec- 
tor, she immediately assessed the 
general mood - which in fact was not 
particularly buoyant. 

In the face of cutbacks and renewed 
emphasis on core sub jects. how should 
. environmental education be manifest- 
ing Itself, and how did it relate to the 
deteriorating school environment in 
which many ’ children found them- 
selves? 

“We really don’t have to justify the 
environmental approach because it 
already fits into the criteria by which 
we judge a good education," she 
stressed. 

“It is nbt a separate entity and 
learning flows naturally from ft. For 
example it would be inexcusable not to 
include topics like energy in every 
child's education." 

Consequently, she was very dis- 
turbed to hear from an ILEA teacher 
at the assembly of the trials of teaching 
environmental studies at O level. At 
Cambridge she is further away from 
the reality of the classroom than 
before, but it puts her in a strong 
position to win the ear of fellow 
academics. 

In agreeing to become president, 
Sheila Browne emphasized that en- 
vironmental education has to be taken 
seriously at the academic level if it is 
ever going to make a real impact in 
schools. Sne sees this as the only basis 
on which it can hope to move forward. , 
She traces her personal commitment 
and interest in the subject back to the 
age of eight when the local vicar's 
daughter, a notable birdwatcher, vi- 
sited her school and convinced her of 
the need “to learn to use the eyes and 
imagination on' behalf of all sorts of 
other creatures” and that “every indi- 
vidual had it within their power to do 
something about their surroundings” 
Her professional conviction about 
the value.of environmental education ; 
was fostered by fellow HMIs George 
Willan and Rupert Booth- She made 


She does not see the move to an I 
Increasingly subject-based curriculum I 
as being an obstacle to the advance of 
environmental education because it is 
a natural ingredient of all the core ones 
- English, geography, history, science 
moths etc - and as such should be a 
valuable source of inspiration. 

“The environment is the heartland 
of all five to 25-year-olds and they 
inevitably want to learn from it. I see 1 
the Council for Environmental Educa- 
tion ns helping children and adults to 
value what can be done. That may 
sound very mundane, but it has to be 
■said,” 

Her conviction (hat council mern- 
. bers should not be despondent is based 
bn her intimate knowledge of the 
working of the education system trod 
her faith in the underlying trends 
involved. She believes that documents 
such as The School Curriculum and' 
Science Education 11-18 confirm simi- 
lar aims, namely the need for schools 
to enable pupils to fulfil themselves. 

"This requires education to derive 
from reality. Thus there is an Indisput- 
able place ror projects both In learning 
and examinations. Through them, 
pupils learn how to put ideas together 
and to use them confidently. Both are 
central to the environmental 
approach." 

Miss Browne recently had the 
opportunity at a science confererice of 
•discussing the scope of environmental 
possibilities with other academic col- 
leagues. She found that many had been 
impressed by the standards achieved 
■ when they examined school work pre- 
sented in this way. 

Hint the point was not lost on them 
was perhaps her opening move in the 
"clear-headed effort needed for evolu- 
tion" at institutional level. 

She is also at pains to urge the CEE I 
to capitalize on the interesting oppor- 
tunities which certainly exist. In par- 
ticular, she believes its voice needs to 
be heard in teacher-training, especially 
as many colleges arc currently seeking 
advice about the courses they should 
be offering. 

Having token "Working together" as its 
assembly theme the CEE chose to 
provoke a debate about how to make 
its influence felt most effectively. 

Recently requests to the council for 
training sessions and joint working 
groups has escalated. Various member 
organizations arc increasingly being 
called on to make a direct contribution 
to these since it is not always possible 
or appropriate for the staff themselves 
to take part. 

Although the council is undoubtedly 
becoming more influential, John 
Baines, its director, is keep to' see it 
make even more impact on the educa- 
tion world. With the kind of positive 
.attitudes which Sheila Browne clearly

is well known. The title of his

internal conflict and confusion. The 
theme of the book is a positive one, 
and its title would more nearly be 
paraphrased by “Leap of the Spirit". 

Papert is known for having led the 
team that developed the computer 
language LOGO, its development is 
governed by the attitude to early 
learning which Papert acquired from 
Piaget in Switzerland. Apart from 
Papert 's work on the initial phases of 
Logo, research in this field was also 
carried out at Stanford, in Quebec (in 
the training of teachers of mathema- 
tics), in Darmstadt in West Germany, 
and in Edinburgh. 

While Papert lias been an influential 

R loneer ana founder hither, Logo (and 
s uses) has branched out in a number 
of different directions. In France, It 
has had considerable influence, culmi- 
nating in the arrival of Seymour Papert 
to launch the World Centre (Centre 
Mondial) of Information Technology 
and Homan Development in Paris at 
the end of L9S1 under the aegis of 
Jean-Jacques Servan-Schreiber. 

Situated close to the heart of the 
city, the World Centre is open seven, 
days a week from 10am to 10pm, apd is 
free of charge. Since the departure of 
Papert, it has shifted' its orientation 
from children to adults, while still 
encouraging children to patronize it. 

After an all too brief visit inside the 
Pompidou Centre which shouts a 
polychromatic metaphor for modem 
technology at you, I dropped in at the 
World Centre (22 avenue Matignoa) 
through the equally symbolic facade of 
Renaissance stonework invaded by 


ass and steel. The interior was 
subtly divided into levels which twisted 
down into a series of basement floors 
decorated with palms. Here were six 
men at work on white hardware, 
surrounded with cables; beyond was a 
carpeted amphitheatre where a pro- 
grammer projected a moving figure on 
a giant screen. Upstairs, the children 
keyed with concentration onto a dozen 
VDUs. 

The philosophy of the Centre is 
far-reaching. It begins from the belief 
that everyone needs to personalize 
computing for themselves in order to 
cope with the changes in employment 
and work which information technolo- 
gy is precipitating. The Centre was 
founded with a missionary aim: to help 
all men to master the new technology, 
those of the Third World as well as tne 
Developed. In this task the intention is 
to make It a workshop where world 
experts can And the environment and 
the resources to stimulate innovation. 

According to Professor Raj Reddy, 
Scientific Director of the Centre, the 
computer has been proved to be a 
unique tool for learning of all kinds 
and this observation has led to the 
setting-up of a number of pilot 
schemes m different regions and coun- 
tries, in developed and under-de- 
veloped parts of tne world to monitor 
the effect of introducing the computer. 
These experiments will also, it is 
hoped, answer important questions as 
to training methods and the effective- 
ness of different educational 
approaches in order to identify the 
■most efficient learning-strategies. 

There is, in Professor Reddy's view, 
an Urgent need to press ahead very 
rapidly with the work of making in- 
formation technology a part of every- 
one's lives in a way in which they are 
able to master the technology and not 


the reverse. The priority, therefore, at 
this time, is to train the trainers. The 
unthinkable penalty of delay in this 
process would be a threat to the unity 
of society, divisions of knowlege and 
ignorance. 

In this perspective, the Centre has 
groups of researchers working in a 
variety of fields: the spreading of 
personal information technology by 
teaching and training; sociological ex- 
periments; communication networks; 
a study of communication between 
Man and Machine; agriculture, medi- 
cine and artificial intelligence. The 
Centre’s work is conducted through its 
central computer, a Digital 2060. In 
addition there is a VAX 1 1/780; LISP 
machines linked by a local network, 
and a hundred terminals and one 
hundred micros in the laboratories and 
rooms open to the public. 

The Centre is intended to be open to 
the whole world, although there are 
those who criticize it for having too 
close links with the French electronics 
industry and a prejudice in favour of 
former French colonies in the Third 
World. Nevertheless, the Centre is 
involved in six major projects all over 
the globe. 

In 1983 an agreement was signed 
with Carnegie Mellon University in 
Pittsburg where Professor Raj Reddy 
is Professor of Robotics, to exchange 
resources and research findings in the 
areas of teaching technology, informa- 
tion technology for young people, for 
the education of the unemployed and 
for high technology industrial applica- 
tions in Third World countries as well 
as in the Developed World. 

In Senegal the Centre Is directing a 
project to monitor the effect of the 
introduction of information technolo- 
gy among the whole people, translat- 
ing Logo into Wolog, the main native 
language. In Japan, Professor Oshima, 
a member of the Administrative Coun- 
cil of the Centre, has announced the 
organization of a similar Centre in the 
scientific city of Tsukuba. 

The Republic of Colombia in South 
America has asked for the help of the 
Centre in association with an ambi- 
tious dfstance learning project aimed 
especially at the rural regions, and 
President Belisario Betancour, has 
announced his intention of setting up a 
similar centre In Colombia. An agree-, 
ment has also been reached with 
Canada to set up a centre there, and to 
Work towards the development of 
Third World countries, using Canada's 
vast experience with cable television 
and telecommunications to investigate 
.the use of modern communications’ 
systems in underdeveloped countries. 

Finally, links have been established 
with Saudi Arabia and Kuwait, Israel, 
Brazil, China, Vietnam and Yugosla- 
via, among others. ' 

Who are the patrons of the World 
Centre? First men, women and chil- 
dren came informally, as private Indi- 
viduals for their first contact with a 
computer. Then there are the schools: 
secondary and. primary, even nursery 
schools, students of advanced further 
education, teachers with their pupils. 
All of them looking for their own 
personal key to information tech- 
nology. 


The World Centre acts as a creative/ 
subversive educative force outside the 
formal educational system in France. 
Inside the system Logo is already used 
with encouraging results, in primary 
schools researchers set problems for 
children, record data, cope with errors 
made by the children, and analyse the 
data received in the experiments. Us- 
ing Logo in this way the computer 
replaces the researcher in a limited 
number of activities. 

Hie children control the Floor Tur- 
tle by programming it to move in 
certain directions, doing this with 
punched cards. They soon learn the 
two key rules of the eainc: If I have 

n ne forward enough, I have to turn; if 
lave turned enough, l have to go 
forward. The children learn how to 
determine exactly the position of the 
■Turtle; to know what movement it 
must make and to know how to choose 
appropriate commands. Experience 
has found that the most difficult prob- 
lem for children is to determine the 
centre of rotation. 

French versions of Logo for the 
Texas Instruments and Apple II com- 
puters are beginning to make their 

E resence felt. Teacher training col- 
:ges have taken receipt of control 
programs for the Floor Turtle and an 
improved version on R2E will soon be 
used by teacher training establish- 
ments to which some 100 Floor Turtles 
will be distributed. 

The teaching profession as a whole 
has been slow to acept the computer, 
perhaps from a fear that the import- 
ance of the teacher will be erodea by a 
mere piece of machinery. Up to the 
beginning of 1982 not more than 8 to 10 
Logo work-stations existed in France. 
Now demand greatly exceeds supply 
and Logo has oeen particularly suc- 
cessful in Remedial and Special educa- 
tion, provoking deep involvement in 
children who are generally noted for 
their indifference or repugnance to 
teaching. 

Logo is now widely used in the 
computer training centres where the 
100 hours “light” course and the year’s 
“heavy” course in computers in educa- 
tion are given. Logo is seen by some, 
following Papert, as the only genuine 
way of introducing the child and the 
adult to information technology, in 
contrast to the mechanistic methodol- 
ogy of Computer Assisted Learning, 
which moulds the human to the 
machine. Logo gives a sense of power 
over the machine and also develops 
intellectual structures which are 
founded on an Intuitive understanding 
of mathematical ideas. There Is, 
however, a rote for the Turtle in adult 
education: Logo makes self-directed 
learning in continuing education possi- 
ble; it can give the industrial operative 
a minima] understanding of tne com- 
puterized industrial environment in 
which he is required to work and in the 
life of the office worker Logo can 
increase his sense of worth and de- 
crease fear of automation or complex 
electronic equipment so hs to huma- 
nize work . Through simulations, Logo 
can instruct users of machine tools in 
the use of software, the construction of 
flow-charts and the techniques of, for 
example, turning on a lathe. 


Anyone with a microcomputer will 
know how difficult it can be to choose a 
suitable program package for the 
selected application. Packages are 
usually specific to one type of machine 
or a small group of machines. They 
also impose requirements in terms of 
operating system, minimum memoiy, 
and sometimes special peripherals, 
such as a loudspeaker for a program 
which composes tunes. In the educa- 
, tionnl field, prospective users will also 
want to .know the intended age and 
ability level for which the package has 
bcon written. A further complication is 
. that programs frequently pass through
